MASTER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

As  we  begin  the  work  of  another  Annual  Session,  we  cannot  realize 
that  another  Grange  year  has  passed  since  we  met  in  Johnstown.  I  desire 
to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  loyal  support  extended  to  me  by  patrons 
from  all  sections  of  the  State.  The  success  during  the  year  is  the  result  of 
a  united  front  and  it  is  only  by  concerted  action  that  any  organization  can 
hold  its  own  during  these  trying  times. 
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As  we  assemble  in  this  county,  we  are  reminded  that  it  is  thirty-seven 
years  since  the  Annual  Session  of  the  State  Grange  was  held  in  Dauphin 
County.  However,  fourteen  of  the  sixty-two  sessions  have  been  held  in 
Harrisburg,  the  Capital  City  of  Pennsylvania.  The  many  points  of  interest 
from  an  agricultural  standpoint  round  about  Hershey,  as  well  as  the  City 
of  Harrisburg,  will  afford  the  delegates  an  opportunity  to  visit  points  of 
interest  before  the  close  of  the  session. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  Grange  year  has  been  noteworthy  for 
peace,  harmony  and  fraternity.  The  Grange  can  truly  be  termed  a  frater- 
nity and  there  are  evidences  everyw^here  that  there  is  a  fine  development 
and  growth  of  fraternal  spirit  throughout  Pennsylvania.  During  the  last 
year  we  organized  eleven  new  Granges;  reorganized  and  revived  fourteen 
Granges;  and  organized  eight  Juvenile  Granges.  Everywhere  members 
have  rendered  efficient  service  in  building  up  our  great  fraternity,  and 
many  factors  have  helped  to  bring  the  year  to  a  successful  close.  The  em- 
phasis on  team  work  in  all  our  efforts,  as  constantly  advocated,  has  been  a 
great  aid.  Subordinate  Granges  everywhere  have  taken  on  new  life  and  the 
fine  cooperation  between  Subordinate  Granges,  Pomonas  and  State  Deputies 
has  been  outstanding.  Our  success  in  organizing  and  reorganizing  a  total  of 
twenty-five  Granges  can  be  attributed,  largely,  to  our  Deputy  System,  and 
I  desire  to  thank  all  members  and  officers  for  their  fine  cooperation  in  re- 
building the  organization. 

Membership 

The  Subordinate  Grange  must  ever  be  regarded  as  the  fundamental 
unit  of  the  Grange  organization.    It  always  bears  the  same  relation  to  the 
Fraternity  that  the  American  home  does  to  our  Government.    Without  the 
Subordinate  Granges,  there  could  be  neither  State  nor  National  Granges, 
and  without  the  American  home  built  on  the  fundamental  principles  upon 
which  this  Government  was  foi^nded  the  Government  cannot  survive.    Natu- 
rally, the  Subordinate  Grange  can  only  be  strengthened  by  increase  in  mem- 
bership, both  from  a  material  point  of  view,  as  well  as  a  need  for  larger 
service,  it  is  desirable  that  there  be  a  constant  increase  in  Grange  member- 
ship.    A  careful  study  will  reveal  that  most  Granges  with  a  membership 
of  less  than  one  hundred  are  handicapped  for  funds  to  meet  their  expenses. 
An  empty  treasury  is  always  a  great  handicap  and  Granges  with  small 
memberships  must  use  every  effort  to  add  to  their  Grange  roll  to  enable 
them  to  render  a  greater  service  to  their  community.     "More  laborers  are 
needed  in  the  harvest  field"  is  just  as  true  in  the  Grange  as  elsewhere. 
Our  influence  will  always  be.  measured  by  our  total  strength  in  numbers. 
Necessarily,  team  work  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  and  State  officers  is 
recommended  for   continued   growth   and   prosperity   of   our   Subordinate 
Granges. 

Juvenile  Granges 

Work  among  the  Juveniles  in  Pennsylvania  demands  more  attention. 
Every  Subordinate  Grange,  where  practicable,  should  organize  a  Juvenile 
Grange  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  Every  community  has  eligible 
children  for  the  formation  of  a  Juvenile  Grange.  The  excuse  that  there 
are  no  children  in  Grange  families  of  a  community  does  not  obtain  for  no 
Grange  has  a  hundred  per  cent  roll  of  the  people  in  the  community.  All 
children  of  eligible  parents  are  eligible  to  the  Juvenile  Grange  and  it  would 
seem  that  there  is  opportunity  for  the  organization  of  many  Juvenile  units 
throughout  the  State.     The  future  of  the  Grange  will  depend  largely  upon 
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the  activity  that  the  young  folks  take  in  the  Order.  Those  children  who 
grow  up  in  the  Juvenile  will  invariably  become  the  leaders  of  the  Subor- 
dinate in  years  to  come.  With  due  credit  to  all  other  organizations,  there 
is  none  that  can  take  care  of  the  Juveniles  in  follow-up  work  as  well  as 
the  Grange.  The  position  of  Matron  in  the  Juvenile  Grange  is  the  most 
important  office  of  the  entire  Grange  set-up  as  viewed  from  a  Juvenile 
standpoint.  The  difficulty  in  our  Juvenile  organization  lies  largely  in  our 
inability  to  secure  competent  matrons  who  will  give  constant  attention 
to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Juvenile  Grange,  and  I  would  recommend  that 
every  Subordinate  Master  endeavor  to  locate  someone  willing  to  organize 
and  guide  a  Juvenile  Grange  wherever  there  is  none  today. 

During  the  year  a  slight  change  in  Juvenile  reports  has  been  made 
and  all  Juvenile  secretaries  are  now  reporting  in  duplicate  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Grange  so  that  information  can  be  relayed  to  the  Master  of 
the  State  Grange  as  well  as  to  the  Juvenile  Deputies. 

Children  will  naturally  take  to  the  ceremony  of  the  Juvenile  Grange 
and  the  lessons  on  ritualism  as  gleaned  from  the  Juvenile  ceremony  will 
make  a  lasting  impression  and  be  helpful  to  these  young  people  when  they 
become  members  of  the  Subordinate  Grange.  I  would  further  recommend 
a  close  adherence  to  the  Juvenile  ceremony  in  every  respect. 

Pomona  Granges 

The  object  of  the  Pomona  Grange  must  always  be  to  aid  and  strengthen 
the  Subordinate  Granges  within  its  jurisdiction  and  to  foster  the  business 
interests  of  the  Order  as  well  as  to  assist  with  the  educational  interests 
of  our  people.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  very  many  of  our  Pomonas 
take  an  active  interest  in  Neighborhood  Night  Meetings,  Traveling  Gavel 
Meetings  and  in  planning  and  assisting  in  membership  drives.  The  Grange 
is  outstandingly  a  Fraternity  and  the  Pomona  Grange  must  ever  be  on 
the  alert  to  inculcate  and  to  develop  ritualism  in  its  purest  and  fullest 
form.  Not  only  the  Fifth  Degree  should  be  conferred  regularly  in  full 
form  but  the  Pomona  Grange  must  see  to  it  that  Subordinates  will  give 
the  full  instructions  and  ceremony  of  the  lower  degrees  at  such  times  as 
are  practicable  and  proper. 

To  the  Pomona  Grange  is  committed  the  business  interests  of  the 
Order  to  a  greater  or  a  less  extent.  As  such,  we  look  to  the  Pomona  to 
develop  interest  in  behalf  of  our  several  agencies;  namely.  The  Keystone 
Grange  Exchange,  the  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  and 
the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  was  organized  to  serve  the  interests 
of  patrons  and  during  its  existence  it  has  saved  those  who  participate 
many  thousands  of  dollars.  However,  a  very  small  portion  of  our  Grange 
membership  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  the 
Keystone.  As  a  Grange  enterprise  it  deserves  the  patronage  of  all  our 
members.  Savings  effected  in  the  several  lines  covered  by  the  report  of 
the  manager  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  have  not  scratched  the 
surface  of  the  possibility  that  lies  within  the  power  of  the  Grange.  A 
more  generous  support  on  the  part  of  Subordinate  Granges  might  enable 
the  Keystone  to  deliver  train  loads  of  fertilizer  and  feed  instead  of  carloads. 

The  difficulty  is  that  we  are  willing  to  pay  high  interest  rates  for 
credit  and  we  are  unwilling  to  base  our  purchases  on  quality  first  and  for- 
get that  a  more  generous  support  of  our  own  purchasing  agency  would 
mean  to  us  greater  reduction  and  greater  profits.    Not  long  ago  I  was  in 
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a  neighbor's  barn  and  noticed  that  he  had  just  received  his  fertilizer.  I 
noticed  the  manufacturer's  name  was  the  same  as  the  maker  of  the  key- 
stone goods.  Upon  inquiry,  I  learned  that  the  price  paid  by  the  farmer 
was  far  in  excess  of  the  Keystone  price  and  the  farmer  paid  dearly  for 
not  belonging  to  the  Grange.  In  a  general  way,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
all  cooperative  effort  is  more  or  less  in  danger  at  present  and  both  from 
a  general  viewpoint  as  well  as  for  the  cause  of  our  own  Fraternity,  I  would 
recommend  that  every  Subordinate  Grange  take  immediate  steps  to  stand 
by  and  patronize  our  own  Grange  enterprise  embodied  in  the  Keystone 
Grange  Exchange. 

Cooperation 

Cooperation  has  never  been  a  success  without  organization.  Every 
advance  in  the  world's  history  has  been  made  by  the  combined  efforts  of 
men  exerted  through  organization.  In  the  infancy  of  the  human  race,  the 
necessity  of  mankind  compelled  them  to  associate  for  mutual  assistance 
and  protection. 

"The  history  of  the  world  is  but  the  history  of  organization  and  demon- 
strates alike  its  necessity  and  its  beneficence." 

During  its  infancy,  the  necessity  of  the  human  face  for  cooperation 
was  not  greater  than  that  of  the  farmer  of  today. 

The  strength  of  an  organization  is  reflected  in  its  cooperation.  We 
have  many  cooperative  features  in  the  Grange  but  some  are  so  loosely  tied 
in  with  the  Grange  that  much  of  our  energy  is  lost  and  the  benefits  are 
not  what  they  should  be.  I  am  desirous  that  all  of  our  cooperatives  be 
closely  tied-in  with  the  Grange.  In  many  sections  the  Grange  has  estab- 
lished cooperatives  and  when  the  cooperatives  began  operating  they  forgot 
their  parent  organization  and  the  Grange  lost  the  credit  that  is  theirs. 

The  State  Grange  is  particularly  interested  in  the  Keystone  Grange 
Exchange,  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  and  the 
National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  and  we  ask  every  Grange  to 
study  these  companies  and  familiarize  their  membership  of  the  benefits 
that  are  available.  These  cooperatives  are  saving  our  farmers  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars  and  if  all  our  members  would  support  them  our  returns 
would  be  much  greater. 

Education 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  our  State  recently  made 
the  statement  that  "Public  schools  belong  to  the  people.  The  public  has 
owned  and  directed  them  for  years.  Our  schools  face  a  grave  emergency. 
What  we  do  now  will  have  far-reaching  effect  on  the  future  of  the  State 
and  Nation.  In  this  emergency  it  should  not  become  necessary  for  school 
people  arbitrarily  to  recommend  what  they  think  might  be  acceptable  leg- 
islation. That  task  rightfully  belongs  to  those  who  own  the  schools.  It 
is  a  job  for  the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  the  friends  of  education." 

I  am  glad  to  quote  the  above  and  to  note  its  authority.  It  is  true  that 
the  schools  belong  to  the  people  and  that  legislation,  not  only  in  times  of 
emergency  but  at  all  times,  belong  to  the  people  and  they  are  responsible 
for  the  success  or  failure  of  our  schools  and  of  all  public  enterprises.  Cer- 
tainly no  one  is  more  interested  in  the  success  of  the  schools  than  those 
who  own  them,  who  pay  for  them  and  who  are  the  parents  of  the  boys 
and  girls  for  whose  interest  the  schools  are  maintained. 

I  know  of  no  organization  where  we  find  a  better  cross-section  of  those 
interested  than  in  the  Grange  and  I  am  looking  with  pleasure  to  the  rec- 
ommendations of  this  body  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 
If  the  policies  of  this  State  Grange  had  been  followed  by  those  to  whom 
the  schools  belong  the  emergency  of  the  present  would  not  be  nearly  so 
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acute  as  there  would  be  but  few  districts  with  bonded  indebtedness  and 
neither  pupil  or  teacher  would  have  suffered.  I  am  satisfied  that  if  the 
energy  that  is  used  to  foster  centralization  and  to  build  schoolhouses  of 
a  particular  type  was  used  to  build  character  that  those  who  come  after 
us  would  call  us  "blessed."  If  honor  had  been  built  into  the  character  of 
the  present  generation^  the  unemployed  army  of  the  present  time,  in  most 
sections,  would  be  less  than  half  its  present  number,  as  honor  will  not  per- 
mit anyone  to  ask  for  charity  who  can  get  along  without  it.  What  our 
schools  need  is  more  of  the  fundamentals  of  life.

Grange  News 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  improve  Grange  News  from  time  to  time.  To 
what  extent  we  have  succeeded  must  be  judged  by  you  as  readers.  Our 
endeavor  has  been  to  publish  and  advance  the  policies  of  the  Grange  and 
to  provide  information  of  a  general  type  for  the  benefit  of  the  organization. 

Special  features  during  the  year  have  been  outstanding  articles  on 
the  accomplishments  of  the  Grange  over  a  period  of  years,  publication  of 
the  records  of  members  of  the  Assembly  as  well  as  answers  to  questions 
on  Grange  policy  submitted  to  them  and  matters  of  general  agricultural 
interest. 

Farm  Relief 

Much  to  our  regret  the  question  of  relief  for  the  farmer  remains  un- 
solved and  many  of  the  supposed  farm  relief  plans  have  not  been  beneficial 
to  the  farmers  of  Pennsylvania,  while  other  states  have  profited  at  our 
expense.  I  believe  that  all  will  admit  that  the  processing  tax  and  crop 
reduction  by  destruction  have  failed  to  profit  Pennsylvania  and  cannot 
do  otherwise.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  government's  attempt  to 
regulate  industry  has  retarded  the  return  of  prosperity  but  I  am  hoping 
that  we  may  have  a  more  permanent  prosperity  in  the  end.  In  line  with 
the  goal  of  the  National  Grange,  we  believe  that  all  efforts  should  be  made 
"to  secure  for  the  American  farmer  cost  of  production  plus  a  reasonable 
profit,  so  that  restored  farm  purchasing  power  may  aid  in  promoting  na- 
tional recovery."  To  accomplish  this  end  it  will  be  necessary  to  balance 
production,  develop  cooperative  marketing,  find  new  uses  for  farm  products, 
restore  foreign  markets  and  preserve  the  American  market  for  the  Ameri- 
can farmer. 

Taxation 

The  present  theory  of  taxation  is  wrong.  We  must  look  forward  to 
the  time  when  our  public  schools  and  poor  districts  will  be  supported  from 
a  tax  on  incomes  and  a  per  capita  tax  on  every  American  citizen.  We 
still  believe  that  every  American  citizen  who  desires  to  exercise  a  right 
of  franchise  should  be  obliged  to  pay  a  tax.  Our  laws  should  be  so  amended 
that  aliens  who  enjoy  the  privileges  of  American  life  should  be  compelled 
to  assist  in  the  support  of  the  public  schools  whose  benefits  are  more  largely 
enjoyed  by  them  than  by  our  children  of  American  birth. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Grange  continue  its  whole-hearted  support 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  money  derived  from  the  gasoline  tax  for  the  use 
of  maintenance,  construction  and  policing  our  highways.  We  realize  that 
there  is  a  demand  for  a  reduction  of  the  gasoline  tax  and  believe  that  in- 
stead of  such  reduction  there  should  be  a  reduction  of  the  motor  license 
fee  of  50%,  thereby  placing  the  cost  of  highway  maintenance  on  a  fair 
and  equitable  basis  for  motorists. 

There  is  more  complaint  about  high  taxation  but  as  long  as  we  go 
on  the  theory  of  spending  the  earnings  of  the  future  we  cannot  hope  for 
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much  tax  reduction  so  long  as  we  expect  more  and  more  from  the  govern- 
ment in  the  way  of  doles,  we  may  expect  high  taxes. 

The  solution  of  the  tax  problem  is  as  follows:  (1)  Elect  officials  that 
can  be  trusted  with  a  high  motive  in  life  to  render  the  greatest  service 
possible.  (2)  Expect  no  more  from  the  government  than  we  are  willing 
to  pay  for,  and  (3)  "Pay  as  you  go,"  the  principle  that  has  long  been  a 
teaching  of  the  Grange. 

Highways 

Pennsylvania  can  well  be  proud  of  her  road  system.  Few,  if  any,  states 
have  a  better  system  or  better  roads.  We  should  not  let  up  on  our  fight 
to  get  the  farmer  out  of  the  mud  until  he  has  a  passable  road  twelve  months 
of  the  year.  We  should  continue  to  build  and  maintain  our  roads  with 
the  revenue  collected  from  those  who  use  them  and  should  demand  that 
this  revenue  be  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

Since  the  State  has  proven  so  satisfactory,  to  the  masses  of  our  people, 
in  building  and  maintaining  the  roads,  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  that 
the  State  should  take  over  all  the  roads  and  I  am  hoping  that  this  assembly 
will  go  on  record  to  work  for  such  a  law  during  the  coming  session  of  the 
Legislature. 

Public  Welfare  and  Relief 

Undoubtedly  new  laws  will  be  enacted  during  the  coming  session  of 
the  Legislature  relating  to  Public  Welfare  and  also  to  the  distribution  of 
relief. 

Our  welfare  institutions  are  overcrowded  and  the  expense  of  caring  for 
them  is  ever  increasing.  It  is  important  that  economy  be  practiced  but 
the  unfortunate  must  be  cared  for.  Our  part  in  this  should  be  to  provide 
better  living  and  better  social  conditions  and  thus  reduce  to  a  minimum 
the  number  of  those  who  need  the  assistance  of  our  public  welfare  associa- 
tions. 

Scientists  tell  us  that  in  a  few  years — a  few  thousand — ^that  our  people 
will  all  be  idiots  or  criminals.  That  will  not  be  in  our  time,  but  we  too 
often  lock  the  stable  door  after  the  horse  is  stolen.  Now  is  the  time  to 
try  to  prevent  a  worse  condition  in  the  next  generation. 

The  relief  problem  is  an  important  one.  The  world  does  not  owe  any- 
one a  living,  simply  a  chance  to  make  a  living.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that 
no  able-bodied  person  should  receive  relief  who  did  not  do  something  to 
earn  it  and  that  anyone  receiving  relief  and  refusing  to  work  should  be 
refused  further  relief.  Our  present  relief  system  is  breaking  down  the 
morale  of  our  people  and  is  retarding  the  return  of  prosperity. 

Peace 

That  the  subject  of  peace  is  and  should  be  among  the  foremost  thoughts 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  is  not  disputed,  but  the  plans  of  people  differ 
as  to  the  best  way  of  establishing  and  maintaining  lasting  peace.  Some 
claim  that  the  best  plan  is  by  preparedness,  others  claim  by  disarmament, 
others  by  ratio  of  armament,  but  when  I  realize  that  out  of  every  dollar 
that  Uncle  Sam  receives  he  spends  more  than  75  cents  for  wars — ^past, 
present  and  future — I  am  inclined  to  think  that  wars  are  an  expensive 
way  of  maintaining  peace  and  that  we  need  a  more  effective  way  than  by 
sword  and  gunpowder.  Instead  of  such  expenditures,  if  we  would  spend 
one-third  of  it  to  instill  the  teachings  laid  down  by  the  Prince  of  Peace 
we  would  accomplish  our  end.  As  we  approach  this  Christmas  season  let 
us  realize  as  never  before  that  the  spirit  of  the  season  is  Peace  on  Earth 
and  Goodwill  Towards  Man,  and  during  the  new  year  let  us  try  to  develop 
the  Fraternal  side  of  our  Order  as  never  before. 
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We  heartily  agree  with  the  National  Grange  policy  on  wars, — ^that 
the  profit  be  taken  out  of  wars,  that  wealth  be  conscripted  as  well  as  man 
power  in  case  of  war  and  that  all  munitions  be  manufactured  by  the  gov- 
ernment. 

Markets 

We  believe  that  American  markets  should  be  maintained  for  American 
products,  as  far  as  practical,  and  that  the  same  policy  should  be  main- 
tained with  our  State.  We  do  not  want  to  build  a  barrier  between  us  and 
other  states  or  nations,  but  we  should  come  closer  together  as  producers 
and  consumers.  Great  quantities  of  potatoes  are  shipped  into  our  State 
while  ours,  of  equal  quality,  go  begging  for  a  market.  The  same  condition 
applies  to  many  other  products.  I  think  the  solution  is  cooperation  through 
organization. 

Temperance 

The  Grange  has  always  had  a  definite  policy  on  the  subject  of  temper- 
ance. As  early  as  1875,  the  State  Grange  said,  "We  are  opposed  to  intem- 
perance, both  in  eating  and  drinking."  Since  then  we  have  had  many 
expressions  of  opinion  and  the  opposition  to  intemperance  brought  about 
the  Eighteenth  Amendment  on  the  federal  statute  books.  However,  since 
then  this  has  been  repealed  and  it  becomes  our  bounden  duty  to  define  our 
position  on  this  question.  We  declared  ourselves  in  the  last  two  State 
Meetings,  "that  if  changes  must  be  made  in  the  prohibition  laws  of  this 
State  and  nation  then  we  shall  concur  only  to  the  extent  that  these  changes 
shall  stimulate  greater  temperance."  We  demand  now  as  we  did  then  such 
regulatory  measures  as  will  prohibit  and  prevent  the  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing one  cent  of  private  profit  in  the  sale  of  liquors. 

Politicians  say  that  the  question  of  temperance  is  not  an  issue  since 
the  repeal  of  the  Amendment,  but  the  evils  of  alcohol  and  the  deleterious  ( 
results  of  the  liquor  traffic  have  not  and  never  can  be  repealed.  "The  his- 
tory of  this  evil  demonstrates  the  certainty  of  such  results  as  the  corrup- 
tion of  politics,  the  debauching  of  homes,  the  demoralizing  of  individuals, 
the  shattering  of  romances  and  the  breaking  of  Christlike  hearts.  The 
millions  of  revenue  secured  from  the  traffic  will  not  pay  for  the  victims 
it  creates.  No  amount  of  public  revenue  will  restore  the  bodies,  minds 
and  characters  killed  when  alcohol  rides  at  the  wheel."  Therefore,  to  save 
life  and  property,  as  far  as  possible,  I  would  recommend  to  this  State 
Grange  that  efforts  be  made  to  secure  legislation  for  the  permanent  revo- 
cation of  licenses  and  confiscation  of  cars  as  a  penalty  for  driving  automo- 
biles while  intoxicated. 

To  meet  the  changed  conditions  we  must  work  for  and  cooperate  with 
all  organizations  for  the  enactment  of  laws  in  this  Commonwealth  that 
will  protect  life  and  property.  The  education  of  children,  youths  and  adults 
in  the  evils  and  dangers  of  alcohol,  social  as  well  as  personal,  should  be 
undertaken  in  the  most  effective  manner  possible.  To  this  end,  we  need 
a  law  to  compel  the  teaching  of  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol  and  narcotics 
upon  the  human  body  in  daily  instruction  in  all  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  State.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  individual,  education  should  aim 
at  sobriety,  self-control  and  abstinence;  from  the  standpoint  of  the  com- 
munity, at  maintaining  an  overwhelming  sentiment  against  the  traffic. 

The  Grange  is  regarded  as  a  Dry  organization  and  we  must  ever  wage 
a  campaign  against  the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic  and  aim  to  accomplish 
the  abolition  of  the  same.  Our  efforts  in  this  behalf  can  only  be  fruitful 
through  a  consistent  fight  in  the  Legislature  for  laws  that  will  protect 
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humanity  and  raise  the  standard  of  living.  This  State  Grange  should 
go  on  record  as  definitely  opposed  to  the  traffic  and  to  work  for  the  eventual 
abolition  of  the  same. 

Dairy  Interests 

Our  interest  in  dairying  as  well  as  other  lines  of  the  farming  industry 
have  always  had  the  consideration  of  the  State  Grange.  Through  the  Com- 
mittee on  Dairy  Interests,  the  State  Grange  has  expressed  itself  repeatedly 
on  the  milk  situation  as  well  as  those  lines  of  farming  allied  to  the  milk 
industry.  In  1931  we  said,  "The  dairy  farmer  of  Pennsylvania  today 
faces  actual  conditions  which,  if  not  bettered,  will  mean  financial  disaster 
to  the  dairy  industry  in  the  State  and  cause  actual  monetary  loss  to  all 
rural  residents  whose  income  depends  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly, 
upon  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  milk." 

In  1932  we  said,  "The  dairy  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  today  face  a 
condition  equal  to,  if  not  more  disastrous  than  that  of  one  year  ago.  There- 
fore, we  call  upon  our  rural  residents  whose  income  will  be  affected  by 
this  loss  of  income  to  assist  in  remedying  this  situation." 

Again  in  1933  we  expressed  ourselves  in  part  as  follows:  "We  need 
the  Grange  and  dairy  organizations  to  demand  and  promote  a  greater 
efficiency  in  the  distribution  of  milk  to  the  end  that  the  spread  between 
prices  paid  by  consumers  and  those  received  by  producers  may  be  main- 
tained at  the  lowest  point  consistent  with  performance  and  satisfactory 
services  and  the  proper  safeguarding  of  quality." 

In  line  with  these  pronouncements  a  movement  was  initiated  by  the 
Grange  and  a  call  was  extended  to  all  presidents  of  milk  producers  organi- 
zations to  meet  in  Harrisburg  on  October  23  for  a  conference.  Out  of  this 
conference  has  grown  an  Executive  Committee  of  which  the  State  Secre- 
tary, John  H.  Light,  is  chairman  and  the  group  has  met  since  then  to  devise 
and  frame  legislation  to  be  presented  to  the  1935  session  of  the  Assembly 
for  the  solution  of  the  perplexing  milk  problem.  The  time  has  come  when 
the  Grange  must  take  a  decided  position  in  behalf  of  the  dairy  farmers 
of  this  State  for  the  solution  of  the  milk  problem.  We  have  a  membership 
of  28,000  in  Dairymen's  League  territory,  15,000  in  Inter-state  territory 
and  more  than  20,000  in  the  Pittsburgh  region.  It  is,  therefore,  of  utmost 
importance  that  this  matter  be  given  serious  consideration  by  this  State 
Grange  session.  I  am,  therefore,  requesting  the  Committee  on  Dairy  In- 
terests to  give  careful  study  to  this  problem. 

Ritualism 

I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  need  of  more  ritualistic  study 
among  our  Granges.  That  which  makes  the  Grange  different  froiA  other 
organizations  is  our  ritual.  I  am  convinced  that  our  best  Granges  are 
those  that  make  the  best  use  of  the  ritual.  Preciseness  in  opening  and 
closing  the  Grange  and  in  conducting  its  business  has  done  much  towards 
making  good  Granges  and  developing  its  members.  It  has  been  stated  that 
the  Grange  ritual  is  the  most  complete  in  existence  and  that  our  degree 
work  is  second  to  none,  and  those  who  have  taken  the  Seventh  Degree 
seldom,  if  ever,  drop  out  of  the  Order.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  the 
lower  degrees  were  conferred  with  such  preciseness  that  very  few  would 
ever  turn  back  after  having  received  any  of  the  degrees. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Granges  give  more  attention  to  the  ritual- 
istic work  and  that  they  familiarize  themselves  with  the  provisions  of  our 
ritual.  Frequently,  the  Lecturer's  hour  or  a  part  of  it  could  be  used  to 
good  advantage  in  ritualistic  work. 
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There  are  few  Granges,  if  any,  that  cannot  benefit  by  a  well-planned 
membership  drive.  I  do  not  favor  contests  within  a  Grange.  It  is  much 
better  to  have  a  membership  committee  to  plan  the  drive  and  all  work 
under  one  head.  The  banners  that  will  be  presented  during  this  session 
have  been  of  value  in  increasing  our  membership  as  they  were  the  means 
of  putting  our  people  to  work.  Almost  every  Grange  that  receives  a  banner 
has  put  on  a  well-planned  personal  membership  drive.  The  most  essential 
thing  in  building  up  a  Grange  is  personal  work. 

National  Grange 

The  68th  annual  session  of  the  National  Grange  just  held  at  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  broke  all  records  in  point  of  attendance  and  interest,  and 
outlined  a  program  of  progress  for  the  farmers  and  rural  people  of  the 
United  States  which  must  be  far-reaching  in  its  beneficial  effects.  Thirty- 
four  states  were  represented  at  the  session,  reaching  from  coast  to  coast, 
and  the  total  number  of  members  attending  was  in  excess  of  20,000;  fur- 
nishing new  evidence  of  the  vitality  and  power  of  the  Grange,  the  oldest 
and  largest  farm  organization  in  America  and  the  only  farm  fraternity 
in  the  world. 

A  new  record  in  fraternal  history  was  made  by  the  Hartford  session 
of  the  National  Grange,  when  almost  13,000  men  and  women  were  initiated 
into  the  Seventh  Degree,  the  highest  in  the  organization;  six  classes  being 
initiated  during  a  single  day,  crowding  to  capacity  each  time  the  largest 
auditorium  in  the  City  of  Hartford.  These  candidates  came  from  19  differ- 
ent states,  and  no  other  fraternal  organization  in  America  has  ever  initi- 
ated on  a  single  occasion  so  great  a  class. 

The  Grange  stand  upon  many  vital  public  questions  will  exert  powerful 
influence  upon  the  future  course  of  the  nation,  and  especially  noteworthy 
are  the  Grange  declarations  on  Financing  the  Farmer,  Lifting  Farm  Prices, 
Lightening  Tax  Burdens,  Protecting  the  People's  Savings,  and  a  Sane 
Relief  Program.  Its  positive  assertions  relative  to  the  shipment  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  into  dry  territory;  prohibiting  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt 
securities;  finding  new  industrial  uses  for  farm  products;  and  protecting 
American  homes  and  farms  from  confiscation  by  extreme  tax  measures — 
will  have  an  immediate  appeal  to  the  thoughtful  people  of  America. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  most  important  policies  adopted  by 
the  National  Grange  at  Hartford: 

1.  Lifting  Farm  Prices. 

2.  Lightening  Tax  Burdens. 

3.  "^Financing  the  Farmer. 

4.  Protecting  the  People's  Savings. 

5.  Monetary  Stabilization   and  Price  Parity. 

6.  A  Constructive  Land  Policy. 

7.  A  Sane  Relief  Program. 

Constitutional  Changes 

Article  VII,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution  (page  23),  was  amended 
to  read  as  follows: — 

The  minimum  fee  for  membership  in  a  Subordinate  Grange  shall  be 
for  men  $3.00  and  for  women  $1.00,  for  the  four  degrees:  provided  that 
State  Granges  shall  have  power  to  reduce  the  fee  within  their  respective 
jurisdiction  to  any  sum  not  less  than  $1.00  for  men  and  50  cents  for  women, 
and  rmnors  18  years  of  age  or  under. 


This  constitutional  amendment  now  goes  to  the  states  for  ratification 
and  cannot  become  effective  until  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  states  is  secured. 

The  National  Grange  Favors 

Extension  of  direct  marketing  facilities  for  farm  products  at  every 
possible  point. 

Eliminating  all  profit  from  the  manufacture  of  arms  and  munitions 
of  war. 

Continued  policy  of  building  farm-to-market  roads. 

Hearty  support  of  the  Land  Grant  Colleges  under  purposes  of  the 
Morril  Act. 

Protecting  dry  territory  from  invasion  by  shipments  of  intoxicating 
liquors. 

Payment  of  extension  service  workers  entirely  from  public  funds  and 
their  complete  removal  from  political  dictation  or  group  control. 

A  workable  contributory  system  of  old  age  insurance. 

Conscription  of  wealth,  as  well  as  of  men,  by  the  Government  in  the 
event  of  war  in  which  the  United  States  is  involved. 

A  definite  educational  program  of  information  concerning  the  eVil 
effects  of  alcohol  and  narcotics. 

The  registration  of  all  aliens,  with  uniform  registration  fee  collected. 

Immediate  steps  to  check  the  ravages  of  the  Dutch  Elm  disease. 

Protection  of  migratory  birds,  and  legislation  to  prevent  baiting  of 
birds. 

A  stricter  regulation  and  supervision  of  the  motion  picture  industry 
and  firm  insistence  upon  a  cleaner  standard  of  films. 

A  Federal  survey  of  soils  in  the  interest  of  greater  farm  efficiency. 

Drastic  measures  for  checking  the  increase  in  physically,  mentally  and 
morally  unfit  class  of  population 

Resumption  of  the  Country  Lifd  Commission  and  its  national  educa- 
tional program. 

Removal  of  secrecy  of  income  tax  returns. 

Marking  the  age  of  imported  eggs  to  protect  American  poultrymen. 

The  National  Grange  Opposes 

Increased  importation  of  farm  products,  to  the  detriment  of  the  Ameri- 
can farmer. 

All  increases  in  railroad  freight  rates. 

The  shipping  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war  to  other  nations. 

Bringing  new  lands  under  cultivation  at  government  expenses,  while 
present  farm  surplus  continues. 

The  pending  child  labor  amendment,  with  its  sweeping  and  unrestricted 
provisions. 

Possession  of  land  by  aliens  under  pretense  of  ownership  by  minor  chil- 
dren. 

Reciprocal  trade  practices  using  agricultural  or  industrial  products 
to  the  disadvantage  of  agriculture. 

Curtailment  of  the  work  of  the  public  schools  in  the  name  of  economy. 

The  use  of  the  radio  for  advertising  intoxicating  liquors. 

Codification  of  the  fluid  milk  industry,  unless  farmer  producers  receive 
a  larger  per  cent  of  the  consumer's  dollar. 

Significant  Declarations  Made  by  the  National  Grange  at  Hartford 

The  Grange  voices  stern  opposition  to  the  investment  of  American 
capital  in  foreign  countries  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  low  wage  scales 
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and  inferior  living  conditions — to  the  detriment  of  the  American  farmer 
and  working  man. 

The  Grange  vigorously  opposes  such  regulation  or  control  of  motor 
transportation  as  shall  create  a  monopoly  of  highways,  and  will  fight  regu- 
lations limiting  farmers  in  the  use  of  trucks  for  transporting  their  own 
products  to  market;  also  opposes  removal  of  the  right  of  states  to  regu- 
late motor  transportation  within  their  own  boundaries. 

The  Grange  heartily  endorses  vocational  agricultural  training  and 
4-H  club  work  and  pledges  support  to  every  practical  form  of  assistance 
to  ambitious  young  people. 

The  Grange  urges  protection  to  the  dairy  industry  by: — 

1.  Defending  genuine  dairy  products  against  the  unjust  competition 
of  butter  substitutes. 

2.  Making  effective  the  tax  on  imported  fats  and  oils  levied  by  recent 
act  of  Congress,  but  overruled  by  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue. 

The  Grange  advocates  extension  of  electric  light  and  power  privileges 
to  rural  districts  and  at  lowest  possible  cost. 

The  Grange  pledges  support  for  an  amendment  to  the  National  Con- 
stitution which  shall,  designate  various  classes  of  child  labor  and  shall  pro- 
hibit labor  of  all  youth  in  factories,  mines  and  other  classes  of  work  where 
health  may  be  impaired,  physical  danger  involved,  or  interference  with 
education  created,  until  at  least  a  common  school  education  has  been  ac- 
quired. 

The  only  election  at  this  year's  National  Grange  session  was  one  mem- 
ber of  the  executive  committee  for  a  three-year  term,  and  Eugene  A.  Eckert 
of  Illinois  was  reelected  to  that  position.  California  was  selected  as  the 
meeting  place  of  the  1935  convention,  with  exact  city  in  that  state  to  be 
later  determined. 

In  Memoriam 

"The  priceless  privilege  of  life  is*  seldom  recognized  while  health  and 
strength  remain.  It  is  only  when  friends  and  loved  ones  are  taken  from 
us  that  we  can  see  through  our  tears  the  advantages  of  an  honorable  and 
upright  life  and  the  necessity  of  preparing  for  the  better  and  lasting  world." 

This  year  has  brought  sadness  to  many  Grange  homes.  Faces  that 
were  common  at  former  State  Grange  meetings  are  absent  today.  Their 
places  are  vacant  and  hard  to  fill,  but  we  rejoice  that  they  have  advanced 
to  the  highest  degree  and  we  look  forward  to  meeting  them  in  the  Great 
Grange  above  where  vacancies  and  tears  are  unknown.  We  rejoice  that 
we  have  worked  with  them  and  the  greatest  honor  we  can  do  them  is  to 
serve  humanity  as  they  would  have  us  do.  We  never  know  the  value  of 
our  fraternity  until  we  have  mingled  tears.  Fraternalism  and  tears  can 
never  be  divorced  in  this  life.  On  Wednesday,  fitting  Memorial  Services 
will  be  held  for  those  who  have  labored  with  us  and  gone  ahead. 

In  Conclusion 

This  session  brings  to  a  close  the  constitutional  term  of  two  years. 
On  entering  our  duties  two  years  ago  we  were  conscious  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  task  and  of  the  loyalty  and  strength  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange.  We  also  felt  assured  of  the  support  of  the  loyal  Patrons  from 
every  section  of  the  State  for  which  we  now  wish  to  express  our  sincere 
appreciation.  Our  duties  have  called  us  into  almost  every  section  of  the 
State.  The  duties  of  the  Grange  have  occupied  my  entire  time.  We  have 
made  mistakes  but  they  have  been  of  the  head  and  not  of  the  heart  and 
we  ask  your  pardon.  While  these  two  years  have  been  among  the  busiest 
of  my  life  my  only  regret  is  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  more. 


Time  and  space  will  not  permit  us  to  mention  all  the  appreciations 
that  have  been  ours  during  the  past  years  but  we  must  mention  the  follow- 
ing: 

First,  The  great  army  of  workers,  noticed  and  unnoticed,  out  in  the 
field  who  were  striving  to  put  agriculture  where  it  belongs;  second,  the 
fellowship  of  our  patrons  as  we  met  them  in  meetings  and  in  their  homes, 
the  best  in  the  world;  third,  when  the  grim  reaper  entered  our  home  last 
August  and  removed  a  loved  one  to  the  Great  Grange  above,  patrons  and 
friends  from  far  and  near  offered  aid  and  sympathy.  Friends,  we  do  not 
know  the  depth  of  fraternalism  until  we  mingle  tears.    Thank  you.

Call  for  Resolutions  for  Reference  to  Committees 

Address   James  H.  Hall 

At  2:  00  o'clock  the  session  convened  with  Worthy  Master  J.  A.  Boak 
presiding.  He  introduced  John  E.  Snyder,  Esquire,  of  the  Hershey  Es- 
tates, who  welcomed  the  State  Grange.  In  his  brief  remarks,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  town  of  Hershey  has  two  important  activities;  first,  the  manu- 
facture of  a  product  in  which  all  ingredients  come  from  the  soil;  and, 
second,  the  making  of  men  through  the  Industrial  School  where  more  than 
800  orphan  boys  receive  vocational  training  and  are  equipped  for  life. 

The  Master  of  the  State  Grange  responded  to  Mr.  Snyder's  welcome 
in  some  well  chosen  words  expressing  the  appreciation  of  officers  and  mem- 
bers in  the  ability  to  arrange  for  the  meeting  at  Hershey. 
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Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members — 

Our  Worthy  Master  has  so  thoroughly  covered  all  phases  of  Grange 
activity  that  a  lengthy  report  from  me  would  be  entirely  out  of  order.  My 
duties  as  Overseer  during  the  past  year  have  taken  me  over  a  considerable 
area  of  our  State,  where  I  always  found  friendliness,  loyalty  and  Grange 
spirit  abounding,  which  to  me  was  the  most  worth-while  feature  of  my  visit. 

I  attended  in  all  twelve  Pomonas,  three  Booster,  and  forty-one  sub- 
ordinate meetings,  aside  from  several  days  spent  in  deputy  work.  Great 
anxiety  has  been  manifested  over  the  decreasing  numbers  in  our  State 
Grange,  but  I  believe  we  have  gained  in  quality  what  we  have  lost  in  quan- 
tity. The  members  we  have  held  during  these  lean  years  are  tried  and  true, 
have  sacrificed  much  to  hold  their  membership,  which  has  made  truer,  finer 
patrons  who  are  sorely  needed  in  these  days  of  readjustment  and  stress. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Grange  is  keeping  step  with  the  chang- 
ing mood  of  our  national  life  in  emphasizing  social  justice  and  reform. 
Wherever  I  have  come  in  contact  with  Grange  leaders  during  the  past 
year,  I  find  the  ideals  of  fellowship  and  community  welfare  upheld.  If 
we  dare  hope  to  gain  membership,  we,  as  leaders,  must  watch  for  ways 
to  make  our  local  Granges  real  factors  in  the  community  life  wherever 
they  may  be  located. 

Train  our  leaders  to  study  community  needs  and  grasp  them  as  Grange 
projects.  Make  our  Granges  community  homes  and  we  will  not  need  to 
resort  to  drives  to  increase  our  membership. 

We  must  keep  the  boys  and  girls  in  mind  in  our  Grange  program. 
As  new  growth  is  necessary  to  replace  the  dead  wood  in  a  growing  tree, 
so  is  young  blood  essential  to  the  life  of  a  growing  Grange. 

We  must  get  them  into  our  Order  and  develop  law  abiding,  God  fear- 
ing men  and  women.  The  other  day  I  noticed  a  banner  bearing  this  phrase 
"Christian  Youth  building  a  new  world,"  and  the  thought  came  to  me  that 
the  Grange  and  every  other  civic  organization  has  an  obligation  in  helping 
to  build  Christian  youth.  Crime  has  increased  appallingly  in  the  past 
five  years.  It  is  time  for  concern  on  the  part  of  all  citizens.  I  believe  I 
am  safe  in  saying  that  not  one  of  the  public  enemies  who  have  made  page 
one  head-lines  grew  up  in  the  Grange. 

Let  lis  broaden  our  publicity  and  wherever  possible  encourage  the  press 
to  minimize  crime  and  publicize  acts  of  good  citizenship.  Fire  and  Casualty 
and  Life  Insurance  may  gain  a  few  members,  but  will  never  build  a  Grange 
nor  maintain  it.  Unless  it  draws  its  sustenance  from  the  roots  of  genuine 
— ^not  artificial — ^fraternalism,  it  will  be  as  seed  sown  on  shallow  soil — it 
may  flourish  for  a  time,  but  will  wither  and  decay. 

One  strong  Grange  with  good  leadership  is  better  than  two  small 
Granges  where  the  leaders  may  lack  understanding. 

Holding  our  present  membership  and  increasing  it  lies  at  the  door  of 
each  Subordinate  Grange  and  especially  upon  the  shoulders  of  their  leaders. 

If  the  delegates  here  assembled  who  are  the  natural  leaders  in  your 
community  life,  begin  looking  for  some  local  need  and  making  it  the  object 
of  your  Grange,  you  are  doing  more  to  hold  and  gain  membership  than 
any  deputy  can  do. 

Twenty  years  from  now  it  will  make  little  difference  to  the  State 
Grange  how  much  lime  and  fertilizer  was  sold,  or  how  much  insurance 
was  written  by  any  little  Subordinate  Grange  somewhere  in  the  hills  of 
Pennsylvania.  No — ^but  what  will  matter  and  will  tell  upon  that  body  in 
1954,  will  be  how  many  boys  and  girls  found  our  Grange  life  so  worth- 
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while,  attractive,  and  purposeful  that  they  chose  to  give  the  work  of  their 
hands  and  hearts  in  carrying  out  the  ideals  of  the  founders  and  the  leaders 
of  today.  Fraternally  submitted,

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members: 

In  submitting  to  you.  Worthy  Patrons,  my  second  annual  report  as  Lec- 
turer of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  I  do  so  with  a  full  appreciation 
of  the  honor  which  has  been  mine  for  two  years,  and  also  an  appreciation 
of  the  responsibilities  which  necessarily  devolve  upon  the  one  to  whom  this 
honor  is  given. 

On  assuming  this  office  the  first  plan  was  to  set  up  certain  objectives 
for  the  Ponoma  and  Subordinate  Lecturers.  Realizing  that  a  period  of 
economic  and  social  readjustment  was  going  on  in  the  every-day  world 
about  us,  it  became  evident  that  the  chief  aim  of  Grange  leaders  should  be 
to  focus  the  attention  of  the  membership  on  these  changes  and,  both  as  an 
organization  and  as  individuals,  be  prepared  to  make  our  contribution  to 
the  new  order. 

The  first  objective  was  to  teach  us  to  appreciate  more  fully  the  beauty 
and  meaning  of  our  ritual.  To  this  end,  we  recommended  that  certain  pro- 
grams be  used  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  ritual.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  Dean  Vivian  Slides  were  shown  at  nineteen  different  meetings  during 
the  present  Grange  year.  Many  more  showings  would  have  been  made  had 
it  been  possible  to  obtain  the  slides  from  the  National  Grange  Office. 

The  second  objective  was  to  get  members  acquainted  with  each  other. 

The  third  was  to  gain  the  esteem  of  those  who  do  not  belong  to  the 
Grange.  These  naturally  fall  into  two  classes — ^those  rural  people  who,  by 
heritage  and  vocation,  should  be  members,  and  those  whose  business  inter- 
ests do  not  center  about  agriculture. 

The  fourth  objective  was  to  provide  wholesome  recreation;  the  fifth 
to  develop  the  habit  and  joy  of  reading,  and  the  sixth  to  make  country  life 
more  attractive. 

To  achieve  these  aims  a  definite  plan  embodying  several  features  was 
adopted.  The  first  of  these  features  was  the  Ptiblicity  Scrapbook  Contest. 
Of  course,  it  was  hoped  that  the  object  of  the  contest  would  not  be  the  win- 
ning of  a  material  prize,  but  rather  to  secure  for  each  and  every  Grange, 
publicity  commensurate  with  the  efforts  and  achievements  put  forth.  The 
second  project  which  we  proposed  and  urged  was  a  series  of  Neighbor  Night 
Meetings  for  each  Pomona  district.  The  value  of  such  meetings  to  the 
Granges  of  other  States  and  in  some  counties  of  Pennsylvania  was  so  ap- 
parent that  I  felt  that  the  general  adoption  of  some  such  plan  throughout 
all  of  the  State  would  result  in  an  awakened  Grange  interest.  If  it  is  im- 
portant to  get  rural  folk  to  think  together  and  act  together,  it  is  necessary 
that  they  become  acquainted  beyond  the  confines  of  their  own  Grange  Halls. 
The  possibilities  of  such  meetings  are  many.  They  increase  our  circle  of 
friends.  They  arouse  the  curiosity  and  interest  of  others  in  the  community. 
They  provide  the  opportunity  for  wholesome  recreation.  They  afford  almost 
limitless  educational  opportunities. 

The  third  State-wide  project  was  to  secure  a  magazine  rack  or  reading 
table  for  each  Grange  Hall.  In  this  way  reading  material  can  be  brought 
from  the  homes  and  exchanged  for  other  material.  One  of  the  purposes 
of  our  Order  is  to  teach  our  members  to  read  and  to  think.  When  we  are 
unable  to  enrich  our  lives  through  actual  human  experiences,  we  are  able 


to  enrich  them  by  reading  the  experiences  of  others.  An  informed  people 
is  a  rich  people — prepared  to  lead  the  way  in  human  progress.  While  this 
project  received  less  attention  than  the  others,  I  consider  it  of  such  prime 
importance  that  I  trust  and  hope  the  idea  will  be  extended  and  adopted  by 
every  Grange  during  the  coming  year. 

The  fourth  project  was  a  continued  one  from  the  previous  year — ^that 
of  Pomona  Libraries.  A  Pomona  Library  can  serve  to  place  in  the  hands 
of  every  Subordinate  Lecturer  certain  materials  of  an  entertaining  and 
recreational  nature  which  these  Lecturers  would  be  unable  to  purchase  for 
themselves  or  their  Subordinate  Granges  purchase  for  them.  Another  value 
is  the  tendency  to  bring  the  Pomona  Lecturer  into  closer  relationship  with 
the  Subordinate  Lecturers.  According  to  our  records  there  are  thirty-three 
Pomonas  that  have  provided  a  Library,  in  some  form,  for  their  Subordinate 
Grange  Lecturers.  I  strongly  urge  that  this  plan  be  continued  to  induce 
more  Pomonas  to  purchase  materials  for  the  use  of  the  Subordinate  and 
Pomona  Lecturers  and  that  those  who  have  already  started  a  Library  con- 
tinue to  add  to  it  from  year  to  year. 

A  fifth  project  has  been  the  Lecturers*  Conference.  During  the  early 
spring,  with  the  permission  of  the  Worthy  Master  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, a  series  of  Regional  Conferences  was  arranged  and  held.  In  all, 
we  were  able  to  arrange  for  fourteen  such  Conferences  which  were  well  at- 
tended and  profitable. 

The  annual  Pennsylvania  Lecturers'  Conference  was  not  held  at  its 
usual  time  this  past  spring  because  of  the  fact  that  Pennsylvania  was  to 
be  the  host  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  Lecturers'  Conference  in  August.  This 
Conference,  held  the  14th,  15th,  16th  and  17th  of  August,  was  outstanding 
in  its  effort  to  provide  a  wealth  of  constructive  material  for  those  attend- 
ing. One  half  of  each  session  was  given  over  to  Round  Table  or  Laboratory 
work.  Among  the  subjects  assigned  for  these  periods  were  Program  Psy- 
chology, the  Pomona  Lecturer,  Home  Economics,  Debate,  Current  Events, 
Parliamentary  Procedure,  Publicity,  Recreation  and  Musical  Games,  Young 
People's  Activities.  The  motto  of  the  Conference  was  "Plow  a  Deep  Fur- 
row," and  the  Conference  itself  symbolized  this  motto  by  its  intensity  and 
thoroughness. 

From  Pennsylvania  we  had  308  registrations  which  represents  approxi- 
mately 37%  of  the  total  number  of  Lecturers  in  the  State.  While  this  is 
a  creditable  showing,  there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  One  factor  that 
is  worthy  of  serious  consideration  is  the  fact  that  of  the  308  Pennsylvanians 
registered  at  the  Conference,  only  63  were  new  Lecturers  or  members  who 
had  assumed  office  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Since  this  Conference  has 
been  accepted  as  one  of  the  major  Grange  activities,  it  should  receive  the 
support  of  all  members  and  an  especial  effort  should  be  made  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  those  who  are  relatively  new  at  the  work. 

While  I  feel  personally  elated  over  the  success  of  the  Conference,  there 
is  one  aspect  of  it  which  should  be  corrected.  The  Conference  comes  past 
the  middle  of  the  Grange  year  and  many  Lecturers  attending  at  an  ex- 
pense to  themselves  and  to  their  Granges  relinquish  the  duties  of  their  office 
the  following  December.  Last  year  there  was  a  turnover  of  62%  of  the 
Lecturers  in  Pennsylvania.  This  is  just  a  little  lower  than  the  preceding 
year,  but  all  in  all  it  is  too  high.  If  such  a  large  percentage  of  those  who 
have  attended  the  Conference  the  past  summer  retire,  it  leaves  just  a  few 
who  can  carry  on  the  training  and  inspiration  to  its  utmost  value.  The 
conclusion  from  this  is  apparent.  First,  there  should  be  a  smaller  annual 
turnover  of  Lecturers;  and  second,  the  time  of  the  Conference  should  be 
changed,  if  possible,  so  that  the  instruction  and  the  inspiration  received 
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may  be  used  for  a  longer  period  of  time.  The  expenses  of  such  a  Confer- 
ence are  not  an  inconsiderable  item  and  all  its  potential  value  should  be 
conserved  and  utilized  by  the  Granges  who  sacrifice  in  order  that  their 
L#ecturers  may  attend.  Following  is  a  summary  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Eighth  Annual  Middle  Atlantic  Lecturers*  Conference  held  at 
Pennsylvania  State  College:

The  list  of  those  who  aided  in  making  this  Conference  a  success  is  too 
long  to  be  published  here,  but  I  do  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  all  the  Pennsylvania  folks  who  assumed  the  role  of  per- 
fect hosts  to  our  fraternal  visitors  from  other  States. 

The  hearty  response  given  by  the  Granges  to  the  various  projects  pro- 
posed from  our  office  has  translated  itself  into  worth-while  achievement. 
I  can  see  distinctly  an  awakened  interest,  a  quickening  of  the  pulse  beat 
of  service  and  a  renewed  search  after  knowledge.  Weak  Granges  have 
become  strong  and  new  Granges  have  arisen.  I  see  also  an  increased  re- 
spect and  regard  for  the  principles  of  the  Grange  from  those  on  the  out- 
side— ^those  who  have  been  made  curious  by  Grange  activity.  To  watch  this 
unfolding  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  our  Order  has  been  an  inspiration 
and  revelation  to  us.  New  friends  and  contacts  which  I  have  made  have 
been  valuable  beyond  my  power  of  expression.  I  can  return  but  humble 
thanks  to  the  army  of  fine  Lecturers  and  Patrons  in  Pennsylvania  who 
have  visioned  the  call  of  an  opportunity  to  serve  and  have  not  been  found 
wanting.  Their  eagerness  and  patience  have  made  the  work  of  the  State 
Lecturer  seem  easy  and  pleasant.  Though  the  work  at  times  was  heavy, 
it  was  never  tedious.  I  do  want  to  pause  at  this  moment  and  express  my 
appreciation  to  Mrs.  Gross  who  not  only  was  privileged  to  share  the  many 
joys  of  this  office,  but  who  also  assumed  a  large  share  of  the  work  con- 
nected with  it. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  offer  some  recommendations  for  your 
consideration.  First,  I  recommend  that  a  return  post  card  be  sent  to  the 
Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange  on  or  about  the  fifteenth 
of  December,  the  return  card  to  be  addressed  to  the  State  Lecturer  and  to 
contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  Lecturer  of  each  Grange.  This  would 
make  possible  earlier  contact  with  the  Lecturers.  I  am  aware  that  the 
Grange  Register  cannot  be  prepared  earlier  than  about  the  first  of  Febru- 
ary, and  to  wait  until  that  time  causes  many  newly  elected  Lecturers  to 
become  discouraged.     Second,  I  would  recommend  that  the  Worthy  State 
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Master  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  feasibility 
of  having  some  slides  or  films  made,  depicting  the  ritual  work  and  the  his- 
tory of  the  Grange,  particularly  the  history  of  the  Grange  in  Pennsylvania; 
and  that  the  findings  of  this  committee  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  action.  In  the  event  that  the  slides  or  films  may  be  procured,  I 
recommend  that  they  be  the  property  of  the  State  Grange,  to  be  held  in  the 
custody  of  the  State  Lecturer.  Third,  I  would  recommend  the  printing  on 
card  or  in  pamphlet  form  the  legislative  program  of  the  National  and  State 
Grange  and  cause  a  copy  of  same  to  be  distributed  to  each  Lecturer  in  the 
State,  so  that  this  may  be  used  for  careful  study  and  presentation  in  their 
programs.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  STEWARD 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Meniibers: 

The  year  1934  has  been  a  good  Grange  year  in  northeastern  Pennsyl- 
vania. Although  the  gain  in  membership  has  not  been  as  large  as  we  might 
have  wished,  and  while  there  is  still  need  of  much  good  Grange  work  in 
some  sections,  taken  as  a  whole  much  progress  has  been  made. 

A  year  ago  another  so-called  farm  organization  had  gained  some  foot- 
hold in  our  section.  It  even  claimed  as  members  some  of  our  good  Grangers. 
Today,  except  in  the  minds  of  a  few  radical  individuals,  it  is  dead;  its 
ideals,  purposes  and  program  being  such  that  no  fair-minded,  common- 
sensed  rural  man  or  woman  could  ascribe  to  them.  The  trend  has  been  back 
to  the  Grange,  an  organization  that  has  the  background,  the  program,  the 
membership  and  the  leadership  to  aid  agriculture  in  these  trying  times. 

Some  of  the  bright  spots  in  the  Grange  have  been  the  Booster  Meetings. 
It  has  been  our  privilege  to  attend  and  to  assist  in  a  number  of  them.  Some 
of  the  counties  arranged  a  regular  schedule  of  meetings  whereby  each 
Grange  was  in  turn  guest  and  host  of  some  other  Grange  during  the  month. 
We  never  saw  a  finer  spirit  of  good  fellowship  and  fraternity  than  was 
shown  at  th6se  meetings.  It  proved  to  us  more  clearly  than  ever  that  the 
Grange  can  justify  its  existence  from  a  social  and  fraternal  standpoint 
alone. 

We  have  observed  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  Granges,  especially 
the  Pomona  Granges,  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  problems  confronting 
the  rural  people  in  these  changing  times  through  which  we  are  passing. 
The  roads  and  schools  have  come  in  for  a  large  share  of  attention.  We 
believe  that  the  Grange  should  take  more  interest  in  these  things  that  are 
of  vital  importance  to  rural  people,  since  agriculture  surely  has  a  right  to 
look  to  the  Grange  for  leadership  in  times  of  need. 

Much  interest  was  shown  by  our  corner  of  the  State  in  the  meeting  of 
National  Grange  at  Hartford,  there  being  forty-five  from  Susquehanna 
County  to  take  the  Seventh  Degree.  This  will  give  us  one  of  the  largest 
and  finest  Seventh  Degree  Clubs  in  our  part  of  the  State. 

The  two  special  meetings  of  State  Grange,  at  Mansfield,  Tioga  County, 
and  at  New  Milford,  Susquehanna  County,  were  much  enjoyed  by  the  Pa- 
trons of  these  counties.  The  more  members  of  the  higher  degrees  we  have, 
the  stronger  the  Grange  is  going  to  be. 

And  so,  looking  back  over  the  past  year  with  some  degree  of  satisfac- 
tion, we  are  facing  the  new  year  with  greater  enthusiasm  and  stronger 
hope  that  the  Grange  will  press  forward  to  a  place  of  greater  service  and 
usefulness  than  ever  before.

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SIXTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  SESSION 

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  SECRETARY 


Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members: 

In  submitting  this  annual  report,  I  wish  to  thank  all  officers  and  mem- 
bers for  the  splendid  cooperation  shown  during  the  year.  Reports  from 
Subordinate  Secretaries  indicate  greater  efficiency  than  ever  before. 

The  Grange  year  closed  on  September  30,  1934,  and  the  record  in  Penn- 
sylvania shows  a  total  of  813  Granges,  with  a  total  membership  of  63,544 
as  against  62,000  September  30,  1933.  For  the  first  time  in  recent  years 
our  annual  report  shows  a  net  gain  of  1,544  members.  During  the  year 
eleven  Granges  were  organized  and  fourteen  Granges  were  reorganized. 
As  usual  we  were  obliged  to  charge  off  some  Granges  due  to  dormancy, 
consolidation  and  disbandment.  A  year  ago,  we  had  a  total  of  830  Granges, 
adding  eleven  new  and  fourteen  reorganized  Granges,  brought  our  total  to 
855;  allowing  for  42  charged  off,  leaves  813  active  Granges,  September  30, 
1934.  It  must  be  noted  that  a  number  of  the  Granges  declared  dormant  are 
in  the  process  of  reorganization.

Grange  News 

In  common  with  all  publications.  Grange  News  is  obliged  to  observe 
regulations  incident  to  the  publication  business.  During  the  year  past, 
advertisers  have  been  more  or  less  reluctant  to  place  business,  but  as  we 
closed  the  year,  there  is  a  better  outlook.  We  wish  to  urge  the  favorable 
consideration  of  all  advertisements  in  Grange  News  for  it  is  your  coopera- 
tion that  will  bring  continued  business  from  the  advertisers.  These  business- 
men use  the  public  press  to  sell  their  wares  and  a  response  and  patronage 
on  the  part  of  our  readers  will  insure  constant  purchase  of  space.  Early 
in  the  year  we  made  an  effort  to  interest  many  of  our  own  breeders,  horti- 
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culturists  and  other  specialized  lines  of  farming  in  advertisements  but 
it  is  regretted  with  little  results.  The  publication  of  Grange  News  is  not 
a  small  affair.  During  the  year  1934,  46,000  pounds  of  mailing  matter,  or 
23  tons,  was  the  total  weight  of  Grange  News  mailed  out  of  Harrisburg. 
In  other  words,  approximately  two  tons  per  months  were  delivered  to  more 
than  2,700  post  offices  in  Pennsylvania.  The  mailing  list  comprises  approxi- 
mately 40,000  names  and  the  constant  revision  to  keep  it  up  to  date  re- 
quires the  service  of  one  person  almost  constantly. 

Our  endeavor  has  been  to  improve  the  make  up  of  the  paper  and  the 
only  handicap  is  lack  of  funds  to  make  it  even  more  presentable  than  it 
is  now. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Grange  News  have 
been  in  close  touch  with  the  Business  Manager  as  well  as  the  Editor-in- 
Chief.  The  policy  of  the  paper  with  reference  to  subject  matter  remains 
the  same  as  ever  except  that  endeavors  have  been  made  to  carry  more  news 
of  a  general  nature  than  formerly.  The  Editorial  Page  is  always  confined 
strictly  to  matters  of  Grange  policy  and  principle,  but  in  the  Patron's 
Forum  and  other  departments  that  rule  does  not  apply. 

Grange  News  is  intended  to  go  into  every  Grange  home  and  if  there  are 
any  members  of  the  Order  who  do  not  have  access  to  the  paper,  the  matter 
should  be  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  to  which 
the  member  belongs.    The  financial  statement  follows:

Condition  of  the  Order

Our  statistical  report  is  the  best  guide  to  the  actual  working  conditions 
of  the  Order.  The  gain  of  twenty-five  Granges  during  the  year  is  one  of 
the  notable  accomplishments  together  with  the  net  gain  of  1,544.  It  must 
be  noted,  however,  that  to  make  this  net  gain  required  the  gain  of  a  great 
many  more  in  order  to  meet  the  losses  incident  to  withdrawals  and  those 
dropped  from  the  roll.  The  total  number  of  members  gained  during  the 
year  was  5,068  as  against  the  total  loss  of  3,221.  The  request  of  the  State 
Master  in  the  month  of  June  to  inaugurate  a  state-wide  activity  to  increase 
our  membership  resulted  in  the  following:  127  Granges  made  a  gain  of 
15  or  more,  228  Granges  made  a  gain  each  of  one  to  15  members,  65  Granges 
made  neither  gain  nor  loss  and  350  Granges  show  a  total  loss  of  3,221. 

The  encouraging  sign  is  that  many  Granges  could  not  report  their 
gains  for  the  quarter  ending  September  30  and  reports  for  the  quarter 
ending  December  31  as  well  as  other  information  lead  us  to  believe  that 
some  of  the  Granges  who  did  not  show  a  gain  in  September  will  show  a 
gain  in  this  quarter. 

The  State  Master,  the  Pomona  Masters  and  the  State  Deputies  have 
been  supplied  with  complete  information  covering  the  conditions  of  the 
Granges  in  every  county  in  the  State.  The  Membership  Contest  during 
this    year    has    aroused    increased    interest    and    Masters    of    Subordinate 
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Grange  deserve  commendation  for  the  team  work  and  the  support  they 
have  given  in  extending  the  Grange  influence  in  many  ways. 

Deputy  Work 

A  year  ago  a  recommendation  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  was  adopted  to  deduct  one  cent  per  member  per  quarter  from 
Pomona  dues  and  to  transfer  the  same  to  a  special  fund  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  deputy  and  extension  work.  Accordingly,  deductions  were  made 
from  %  of  the  remittances  to  Pomonas  during  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1934.  The  total  amount  deducted  from  Pomona  dues  was  $1,815.32, 
of  which  $1,462.21  has  been  paid  out  to  State  Deputies  for  services  in 
deputy  and  extension  work.  None  of  these  funds  so  deducted  were  applied 
to  any  purpose  except  for  extension  and  deputy  work.  The  general  deputy 
work  performed  by  others  than  State  Deputies  was  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  and  amounted  to  $1,079.45.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  CERES 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members: 

At  this  time  it  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  to  give  my  sixth  and  last 
annual  report  as  Ceres  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 

During  the  year  I  have  organized  one  Subordinate  and  one  Juvenile 
Grange.  I  installed  a  number  of  Grange  Officers,  attended  the  Western 
Inter-County  Grange  Picnic,  several  Pomona,  Subordinate  and  Juvenile 
meetings.    Also  two  special  Sixth  Degree  meetings. 

The  great  enthusiasm  and  interest  shown  in  Grange  activities  through- 
out the  State  has  been  largely  brought  about  by  neighbor  night  meetings. 
More  practical,  instructive,  extensive,  educational  and  entertaining  features 
are  being  planned  and  carried  out. 
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While  no  special  drive  for  new -members  was  made  in  Beaver  County, 
the  Granges  have  made  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  this  year. 

Beaver  County  Pomona  aided  the  Subordinate  Granges  financially  by 
sponsoring  a  boat  ride  down  the  Ohio  River.  Two  thousand  and  eighty 
patrons  and  their  friends  participated  in  the  event  which  netted  a  profit 
of  $569.21.

Our  Pomona  Master,  Brother 
Sohn,  and  his  committee  received  much  commendation  for  having  prevented 
the  sale  of  liquor  on  the  boat. 

The  last  few  years  have  been  a  period  of  uncertainty.  Let  us  ever 
hold  fast  to  the  Grange  and  our  faith  in  God. 

Words  are  inadequate  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  loyal  support 
and  hearty  cooperation  that  I  have  received.  I  wish  for  my  successor  the 
same  loyal  support  that  I  have  received. 

The  nearer  we  get  to  the  source  of  joy  the  more  real  will  become  the 
beauties  of  earth.  For  those  who  see  only  good  in  their  fellow  patrons  and 
friends  shine  the  bright  and  beautiful  things  of  the  world  in  their  sublimest 
splendor.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  POMONA 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members: 

During 
the  year  I  have  assisted  in  the  installation  of  officers  in  fifteen  Subordinate 
Granges.  I  have  also  served  as  Master  of  my  home  Grange  degree  team, 
which  is  composed  entirely  of  girls.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  GATEKEEPER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Mefmbers: 

In  this  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Gatekeeper  of  the  State  Grange,  I 
bring  greetings  from  the  Patrons  of  Jefferson  County.  This  has  been  a 
very  busy  and  interesting  year  for  me.  I  have  organized  two  new  Granges 
and  reorganized  one.  Timblin  Grange,  No.  1992,  was  organized  with  65 
charter  members,  and  Winslow  Grange,  No.  1997,  with  77  charter  members, 
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while  Marshal  Grange,  No.  539,  Armstrong  County,  was  reorganized  with 
44  charter  members.  All  Granges  are  showing  a  steady  gain  in  mem- 
bership. 

I  have  traveled  8,000  miles  and  made  150  Grange  calls.  I  attended  a 
number  of  Booster  meetings  and  made  a  number  of  Grange  visitations  to 
boost  membership.  One  Grange  added  25  members  to  their  roll.  What  we 
need  in  many  of  our  Granges  is  a  new  realization  of  our  responsibiltiy  to 
maintain  our  honor  in  the  community.  It  seems  as  though  some  of  our  time- 
worn  methods  will  have  to  be  replaced  with  new  and  up-to-date  methods. 
We  will  have  to  sell  the  Grange  to  our  prospective  members.  Some  of  our 
Granges  are  so  nearly  dead  that  all  they  need  is  to  be  embalmed  or  inocu- 
lated with  some  powerful  serum  and  expose  them  to  someone  who  has  an 
incurable  case  of  GRANGEITIS. 

One  thing  I  think  is  wrong  in  some  of  our  Granges  is,  that  we  are  not 
getting  our  members  to  attend  Pomona  and  keep  on  advancing  to  the  higher 
degrees.  We  should  insist  that  they  keep  stepping  up.  Perhaps  our  Pomonas 
are  at  fault;  they  are  not  attractive  enough.  One  brother  said,  all  he  got 
for  his  dollar  was  a  half  of  a  banana,  and  he  was  not  going  back.  Many  of 
our  Pomonas  only  initiate  once  a  year  and  obligate  the  rest  of  the  time,  and 
some  Pomonas  I  have  attended  did  not  even  have  a  candidate  to  obligate. 
I  think  any  Pomona  not  initiating  a  class  during  a  quarter  should  not  re- 
ceive their  State  Grange  check  for  that  quarter. 

I  find  that  a  Grange  that  has  no  Fifth,  Sixth  or  Seventh  Degree  Menv- 
bers  is  not  developing  any  Grange  leaders,  and  that  is  just  where  our  weak- 
ness lies.  Why  do  we  have  Pomonas  if  it  is  not  to  exemplify  the  mysteries  of 
that  degree?  Perhaps  our  Pomona  initiation  fees  are  too  high  for  these 
times.     Something  should  be  done  and  we  should  not  be  too  slow  about  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we,  the  members  of  the  Home  Economics 
Committee,  present  our  annual  report. 

We  feel,  that  in  spite  of  adversity,  we  have  made  steady  progress. 
We  realize  and  know  that  present  social  and  economic  conditions  require 
the  entire  strength  and  all  available  resources  of  every  community,  and  we 


have  tried  to  impress  upon  the  Patrons  that  personal  interest  and  active 
service  are  necessary  to  the  upbuilding  of  our  work  and  our  Order. 

We  are  determined  to  build  ever  stronger  and  better,  to  bring  about 
higher  standards  of  efficiency  and  effectiveness  in  the  home,  to  add  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  country  life,  and  to  provide  a  broader  oppor- 
tunity for  the  woman  on  the  farm. 

Our  hopes  for  the  future  in  our  line  of  work  are  unreserved.  We  en- 
courage constructive  efforts,  stimulate  the  exercise  of  initiative,  and  try  to 
establish  confidence.  It  requires  patience  and  tact  to  bring  our  work  to  the 
attention  of  the  Patrons. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  letter  went  out  to  all  the  chairmen  of 
the  Home  Economics  Committees  of  the  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges — 
that  is,  all  whose  names  we  were  able  to  secure — outlining  the  work  and 
encouraging  them  to  put  our  ideals  into  practical  application,  and  request- 
ing them  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  steering  our  work  into  the  channels 
of  vital  interest.  The  field  covered  by  the  Home  Economics  Committee  is 
very  broad,  and  I  can  report  only  a  few  "high  spots."  But  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  most  Pomonas  have  a  working  Home  Economics  Committee,  who 
introduce  one  Home  Economics  feature  at  each  Pomona  meeting,  and  that 
the  majority  of  Subordinate  Granges  have  had  from  one  to  four  Home  Eco- 
nomics programs  during  this  year. 

Lawrence  County  reports  a  properly  working  Home  Economics  Com- 
mittee in  every  Grange,  all  doing  splendid  work.  Crawford  also  is  organ- 
ized one  hundred  per  cent,  and  their  committees  were  active  in  beautifying 
Grangs  halls,  putting  names  and  time  of  meetings  on  their  halls,  and  or- 
ganizing entertainments,  bazaars,  and  dinners  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
their  Lecturers,  etc.  Cumberland  County's  Home  Economics  Committee 
sponsored  farm  shows,  served  a  dairy  lunch  at  an  Alfalfa  Festival  to  more 
than  one  thousand  people,  and  succeeded  in  keeping  most  of  the  Grange 
homes  and  farmsteads  free  from  billboards  and  unsightly  advertisements 
for  the  last  three  years.  Lehigh  and  Northampton  held  a  very  worth- 
while flower  show,  and  sponsored  a  tour  to  the  Philadelphia  flower  show. 
Bedford  also  had  a  flower  show  and  a  bread-baking  contest.  Juniata  County 
planted  Grange  properties  with  hardy  flowers  and  shrubs,  and  marked  their 
halls. 

Bradford  County  is  also  organized  one  hundred  per  cent.  Their 
Pomona  Committee  consists  of  five  members  and  they  divided  their  county 
into  sections,  to  be  visited  regularly  by  these  members.  Lancaster  County 
introduced  one  Home  Economics  feature  at  each  Pomona  meeting  and  all 
Subordinate  Granges  have  regular  Home  Economics  programs.  Blair 
County,  with  the  assistance  of  their  extension  worker,  demonstrstted  a  com- 
plete dinner,  showed  how  to  properly  prepare  and  serve  the  meal.  Luzerne 
County  also  used  their  extension  worker  in  their  programs.  Upper  Bucks 
served  suppers  and  meals  at  different  times,  a  corn  chowder  supper  for 
fifteen  cents.  The  Schuylkill  County  Committee  cleaned  their  halls  and 
fixed  them  up.  Greene  County  has  some  working  Subordinate  Committees. 
Erie  is  well  organized  and  has  worth-while  Home  Economics  features  in 
their  programs.  The  Wayne  County  Committee  had  charge  of  all  the  baked 
goods  at  the  different  fairs.  Lower  Bucks  featured  a  canning  and  nutrition 
demonstration. 

Elk  County  introduced  a  "guest  book"  in  which  each  visitor  wrote  his 
or  her  name.  Allegheny  County  has  a  very  active  committee.  They  assisted 
at  flag  raisings  and  raised  enough  money  for  new  requirements  in  their 
various  Grange  kitchens.  Washington  County  completed  their  orchestra 
fund  and  raised  one  hundred  dollars  toward  the  Grange  Scholarship  Fund. 
Clearfield  County's  Committee  sponsored  social  meetings  in  the  homes  of  the 
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"shut-in"  Grange  members,  which  is  to  us  a  very  commendable  idea  and  one 
that  is  worth  being  taken  up  by  other  committees. 

Your  State  Home  Economics  Committee  acted  as  a  Hospitality  Commit- 
tee during  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference,  and  conducted  a  "Laboratory 
Period"  which  was  considered  to  be  very  successful.  We  also  offered  two 
cash  prizes,  of  five  dollars  each,  for  the  best  essays  written  by  a  girl  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  the  subject  being  "Why  a  Home  Economics  Com- 
mittee?" and  "An  Ideal  Home."  The  prize  was  won  by  Mary  L.  Steward, 
from  Buffalo  Township,  Washington  County. 

In  editing  our  page  in  the  Pennsylvania  Grange  Neios,  we  would  again 
urge  all  Patrons  to  send  suitable  articles  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
and  to  remember  that  the  Women's  Page  is  your  page. 

In  closing,  we  want  to  repeat  that  our  dearest  aim  is  to  be  of  service 
in  helping  ourselves  and  all  our  sisters  to  make  all  our  homes  beautiful 
sanctuaries,  to  impress  upon  us  all  that  modern  life  need  not  destroy  the 
enduring  fellowship  of  the  home  and  the  rural  community,  and  that  it  is 
merely  giving  it  a  new  environment  in  which  to  flourish.  And  we  hope 
that  each  one  of  you  will  find  a  new  joy  in  the  growth  and  service  of  our 
work  and  our  Order,  and  that  we  may  be  instrumental  in  spreading  the 
blessed  doctrine  of  good  will  and  peace  on  earth. 

Your  committee  feels  that  if  their  work  is  to  continue  to  grow  and  be 
of  lasting  benefit,  the  State  Grange  should  properly  finance  them,  and  we 


recommend  such  an  action.

Our  respects  to  those  who  departed  this  life  during  the  year  1934  were 
shown  in  the  usual  way,  and  the  Worthy  Pomona  Mrs.  Frank  Stoner, 
Worthy  Ceres  Sara  Caven,  and  Worthy  Flora  Ethel  Richard  placed  the 
spray  of  flowers  on  the  altar  in  memory  of  the  above  named  past  officers. 
A  spray  was  also  placed  for  others,  not  reported  to  the  committee. 

Reverend  Ross  M.  Haverfleld  spoke  in  memory  of  the  life  and  work  of 
Brother  A.  H.  Fullerton  and  Past  Master  W.  F.  Hill  recalled  the  many  fine 
traits  of  character  of  the  late  Brother  W.  H.  Grabe.  A  sketch  of  Brother 
FuUerton's  life  follows,  and  we  regret  that  no  sketch  of  Brother  Grabe's 
life  is  available. 

Alexander  H.  Fullerton,  better  known  to  the  Grange  folks  as  Harry 
Fullerton,  was  born  in  Lawrence  County  in  1865.  His  entire  lifetime  was 
spent  there,  and  twenty-two  years  ago  he  became  a  charter  member  of 
Westfield  Grange.  His  death  is  the  first  in  the  ranks  of  Past  Masters  of 
Westfield  Grange.  His  activities  in  the  Grange  covered  important  posi- 
tions in  the  Subordinate  and  the  Pomona  Granges  of  his  county.  As  Master 
of  his  home  Grange,  he  wielded  a  wide  influence  in  his  community.  In  1920 
he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  1929,  when  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  A.  H.  AUebach,  of  Trappe.  The  committee  composed  of  Brothers 
Armstrong,  Pratt  and  Fullerton  served  during  a  period  when  much  con- 
structive work  was  undertaken.  The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance 
Company,  the  Grange  Mutual  Casualty  Company,  the  Keystone  Grange 
Exchange  and  the  National  Board  of  Farm  Organizations  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  all  were  started  during  this  period.  The  Grange  dormitory  at  State 
College  was  also  started  during  this  period. 

In  his  home  community  Brother  Fullerton  was  a  member  of  the  West- 
field  Presbyterian  church  where  he  was  active  during  his  entire  lifetime. 
He  was  a  director  of  the  Lawrence  County  Fair  Association  and  of  the 
Agricultural  Extension  Association  of  Lawrence  County.  He  was  a  direc- 
tor in  the  Bessemer  Bank.  He  was  closely  identified  with  agriculture,  hav- 
ing a  fine  farm  where  he  lived  and  worked  for  many  years.  His  specialty 
was  dairy  and  fruit  with  special  attention  to  the  Jersey  breed  of  cattle. 
In  his  own  community  he  was  loved  and  respected  as  was  evidenced  by 
those  who  came  to  pay  their  last  tribute  on  the  day  of  the  funeral.  Past 
Masters  P.  H.  Dewey  and  John  A.  McSparran,  State  Master  J.  A.  Boak, 
Secretary  John  H.  Light,  Past  Assistant  Steward  H.  B.  Phillips,  and  John 
Hildebrant  served  as  honorary  pallbearers  at  the  funeral,  representing  the 
State  Grange.  His  death  removes  from  the  ranks  of  the  Grange  a  familiar 
figure  who  has  attended  State  meetings  for  many  years.  He  attained  the 
age  of  69  years,  and  leaves  to  survive  Mrs.  Fullerton;  one  son,  Jay;  one 
daughter,  Mrs.  Harry  McCurley,  and  seven  grandchildren.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

We,  the  members  of  this  Committee,  having  carefully  studied  the  Mas- 
ter's fine  address,  wish  to  submit  the  following  report. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  State  Master  for  the  splendid  suggestions 
he  has  outlined  in  the  different  phases  of  our  work.  We  are  glad  to  note 
that  the  Grange  is  reviving  in  spirit  and  membership,  and  that  we  have 
made  a  good  substantial  gain  for  the  first  time  in  many  years. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  State  Master's  statement  that  each  Subordinate 
Master  should  endeavor  to  locate  someone  willing  to  organize  a  Juvenile 
Grange  wherever  there  is  none  today.  We  recommend  that  careful  study 
be  given  before  choosing  a  Juvenile  Matron,  for  we  feel  that  it  is  the  most 
important  office  in  the  Juvenile  Grange.  The  strength  of  the  home  lies  in 
the  children  of  the  family,  so  too,  in  the  Grange  does  its  strength  lie  in  the 
Juveniles. 

We  urge  that  every  Subordinate  Grange  cooperate  with  the  Keystone 
Grange  Exchange,  Pomona  and  State  Grange. 

The  question  of  insurance  in  all  its  phases  should  be  of  interest  to 
all  the  members  because  of  the  low  rates  under  which  it  is  possible  to  secure 
it. 

Our  problems  in  education  and  all  other  functions  cannot  be  a  success 
by  centralization  at  Harrisburg,  and  we  are  pleased  to  have  the  quotation 
under  the  subject  of  education  by  the  Worthy  Master  carried  out  verbatim. 

We  should  not  let  up  on  our  fight  to  get  the  farmer  out  of  the  mud 
until  he  has  a  passable  road  twelve  months  of  the  year.  We  should  continue 
to  build  and  maintain  our  roads  with  the  revenue  collected  from  those 
who  use  them.  We  should  demand  that  this  revenue  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose. 

We  heartily  agree  with  the  State  Master  that  the  world  does  not  owe 
anyone  a  living,  simply  a  chance  to  make  a  living.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  no  able-bodied  person  should  receive  relief  who  did  not  do  something 
to  earn  it,  and  that  anyone  receiving  relief  and  refusing  to  work  should 
be  refused  further  relief. 

We  are  inclined  to  believe,  along  with  the  Worthy  Master,  that  wars 
are  an  expensive  way  of  maintaining  peace  and  that  we  need  a  more  ef- 
fective way  than  by  sword  and  gunpowder.  We  would  soon  accomplish 
our  end  if  we  would  spend  one-third  of  such  expenditures  for  the  teachings 
laid  down  by  the  Prince  of  Peace.  We  think  the  solution  is  cooperation 
through  organization. 

This  Committee  believes  that  the  taxation  and  dairy  interests  should 
be  given  over  to  their  respective  committees  for  consideration.  The  Grange 
is  regarded  as  a  dry  organization  and  we  must  ever  wage  a  campaign 
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against  the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic  and  aim  to  accomplish  the  abolition 
of  the  same.  "We  are  opposed  to  intemperance,  both  in  eating  and  drinking." 
In  conjunction  with  our  Worthy  Master,  we  emphasize  strongly  the 
need  of  more  ritualistic  study  among  our  Granges.  We  heartily  endorse 
the  plan  the  Worthy  Master  has  worked  out  for  the  strengthening  of  our 
Granges.  We  heartily  endorse  the  summary  of  National  Grange  as  given 
in  the  seven  points  by  the  Worthy  State  Master. 

We  advise  that  every  delegate  carry  back  home  all  the  points  favored 
and  opposed  by  the  National  Grange,  because  they  are  vital  factors  in  the 
improvement  of  farm  life.

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

Agriculture  is  basic.  As  a  fundamental  necessity  of  our  National 
life  there  is  none  more  so.  As  our  Ritual  teaches  us,  "Where  agriculture 
has  been  fostered  and  has  been  developed  to  a  high  degree,  that  Nation 
has  prospered  and  reached  a  high  degree  of  civilization;  but  where  agri- 
culture has  been  neglected  degeneracy  has  begun."  So  it  becomes  apparent 
that  every  effort  must  be  exerted,  at  all  times,  to  make  the  lot  of  the  Ameri- 
can farmer  more  prosperous  and  more  contented. 

We  feel  that  a  more  equitable  system  of  taxation  is  demanded,  one 
that  places  more  responsibility  upon  personal  wealth  and  relieves  the  burden 
now  carried  by  real  estate,  the  principal  asset  that  the  farmer  possesses. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  any  material  advancement  can  be  made  in 
national  prosperity  unless  the  purchasing  power  of  the  farmer  be  restored. 
We  strongly  advocate  an  honest  dollar.  The  dollar  the  farmer  receives 
for  his  products  must  be  worth  one  hundred  cents  in  payment  for  the  prod- 
ucts of  industry  that  he  must  purchase. 

We  must  remember  that  times  change,  and  with  changing  times  comes 
new  methods  and  manners  of  doing  things.  Let  us  be  ever  on  the  alert 
to  analyze  those  conditions  and  adopt  those  that  seem  to  point  toward 
mutual  advancement. 

The  boy  of  today  becomes  the  citizen  of  tomorrow.  Let  us  oppose  any 
effort  to  lower  the  standards  of  education.  Give  the  rural  boy  or  girl  equal 
educational  advantages  with  the  urban  dweller,  without  increasing  the 
tax  burden  now  imposed  upon  the  farmer. 

Many  more  points  might  be  enumerated,  but  enough  has  been  said 
to  make  us  realize  that  we  ever  strive  for  a  higher  degree  of  prosperity. 
Let  us  remember  that  the  goal  of  any  agricultural  policy  should  be  the 
preservation  of  the  family.  A  man  operating  his  farm  with  his  family, 
employing  a  small  amount  of  year-round  and  seasonal  help,  is  now  and 
ever  will  remain  the  backbone  of  American  agriculture.

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JUVENILE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Your  Juvenile  Committee  appreciates  the  greater  interest  in  Juvenile 
work  during  the  past  year  and  believes  an  educational  program  is  still 
needed  and  will  be  most  helpful  in  advancing  Juvenile  work.  We  want 
to  stress  the  importance  of  all  Juvenile  Granges  submitting  reports  reg- 
ularly to  Pomona  and  State  Grange. 

1.  We  recommend  the  Juveniles  be  recognized  occasionally  on  the 
Pomona  programs  and  also  that  arrangements  be  made  to  exemplify  the 
Juvenile  Degree  at  State  Grange  next  year. 

2.  Realizing  the  importance  of  Juvenile  work  in  advancing  our  Grange 
program  in  Pennsylvania  and  appreciative  of  the  good  work  of  State 
Deputies  in  this  program,  we  recommend  that  a  part  of  the  extension 
fund  be  allocated  to  Juvenile  work. 

3.  We  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Juvenile  Deputy  by  each  Po- 
mona Master  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Deputy. 

4.  While  we  realize  the  appointment  as  deputy,  county  or  State,  will 
be  generally  those  interested  in  the  work  and  already  affiliated  with  a  Ju- 
venile Grange,  but  should  an  appointment  be  made  of  one  not  a  Ju- 
venile member,  we  recommend  they  affiliate  themselves  at  once  with  a 
Juvenile  Grange  in  their  district  and  become  familiar  with  Juvenile  work. 

5.  As  usually  three  or  more  trips  are  required  to  organize  a  new 
Grange  requiring  much  mileage,  we  respectfully  request  the  Executive 
Committee  to  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars  from  the  State  Grange  funds  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  five  dollars  from  the  National  Grange. 

6.  We  recommend  to  all  Juvenile  Matrons  or  Patrons  to  drill  degree 
teams  and  confer  the  degree  on  as  many  Subordinate  members  as  possible. 
The  fee  will  help  your  treasury  and  your  Subordinate  members  will  have 
a  greater  appreciation  of  the  Juvenile  Grange. 

7.  Not  wanting  to  discount  the  value  of  good  wishers  in  the  Subordinate 
Grange,  but  realizing  the  great  importance  and  value  of  the  Matrons  and 
Patrons  in  the  Juvenile  Grange,  we  suggest  that  at  the  annual  election 
of  officers,  they  be  chosen  following  the  Master. 

8.  We  recommend  where  practical  a  special  room  be  provided  for  the 
Juvenile  Grange.  The  children  will  appreciate  this  room  which  is  theirs 
to  use  and  you  will  be  well  repaid  in  their  interests  and  good  wish. 

We  recommend  to  all  Grange  members,  and  especially  to  all  Subordinate 
Masters  whom  may  have  a  Juvenile  Grange  under  your  «are,  that  you 
read  the  Juvenile  Columns  in  Grange  News.  You  will  find  them  helpful 
and  instructive.

We  recommend  that  all  of  the  officers  of  the  State  Grange  be  allowed 
mileage  and  necessary  expenses  for  attending  the  sessions  of  the  State 
Grange. 

We  recommend  that  State  Deputies  shall  receive  $3.00  per  day  and 
necessary  expenses  while  engaged  in  Grange  work,  except  for  the  attend- 
ance of  State  Grange  and  Deputy  meetings,  when  they  shall  receive  mileage 
only,  when  and  if  called  to  attend  the  session  by  the  State  Master.

REPORT  OF  COMBHTTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 

AND  BYLAWS 

Your  committee  on  Constitution  and  By-laws,  after  careful  considera- 
tion and  conferences  with  the  leaders  of  State  Grange,  wish  to  make  the 
following  recommendations. 

On  the  following  resolution  to  amend  the  Section  of  the  National 
Grange  Constitution  dealing  with  initiation  fees. 

To  amend  Article  VII,  Section  1  of  the  National  Grange  Constitution. 
This  Article,  if  amended,  would  read  as  follows: 

section  1 — The  minimum  fee  for  membership  in  a  Subordinate  Grange 
shall  be  for  men  three  dollars  and  for  the  women  one  dollar  for  the  four 
degrees;  provided  that  State  Granges  shall  have  the  power  to  reduce  the 
fee  within  their  respective  jurisdiction  to  any  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar 
for  men  and  fifty  cents  for  women  and  minors  eighteen  years  of  age  or 
under.  The  only  change  is  the  clause  added  which  reads  "and  minors 
eighteen  years  of  age  or  under."  The  committee  does  not  recommend  this 
change. 

Action  of  Committee  not  sustained. 

Substitute  motion   by   W.   F.   Hill   and   Geo.   Bicker  to  ratify  action  of 
National  Grange  was  sustained  and  adopted. 

After  careful  consideration  of  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Constitution 
of  Pomona  Granges  which  reads,  "Every  member  shall  be  required  to  pay 
an  initiation  fee  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  for  Husbandmen  and  fifty  cents 
for  Matrons.  A  fee  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  charged  for  reinstating  a  sus- 
pended or  otherwise  unaffiliated  member.  Each  Grange  may  otherwise 
regulate  its  own  fees  and  dues."  The  committee  recommended  that  the 
following  clause  be  stricken  out:  "A  fee  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  charged  for 
reinstating  a  suspended  or  otherwise  unaffiliated  member."

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION 

The  care,  keeping  and  maintenance  of  our  forests  is  more  generally 
constituted  to  be  within  the  pale  of  conservation.  The  State  Grange  was 
the  pioneer  to  endorse  and  propose  a  bond  issue  for  the  purchase  of  forest 
lands  in  Pennsylvania,  and  in  fact  it  was  largely  through  the  instrumen- 
tality of  the  State  Grange  that  the  fine  forests  of  Pennsylvania  have  been 
brought  to  the  point  where  we  find  them.  However,  we  must  continue  to 
be  concerned  about  the  expansion  of  forests  and  the  interests  that  necessa- 
rily are  attached  to  this  type  of  conservation.  This  report  takes  notice  of 
two  phases  of  forest  ocnservation. 

Though  distant  from  our  point  of  view,  we  are  interested  and  appre- 
ciate the  United  States  Forest  Service  that  was  established  on  its  present 
basis  in  1907.  Since  then  this  forest  service  has  carried  on  the  business 
of  developing  the  nation's  forest  resources  as  a  present  and  future  econom- 
ical and  social  asset.  For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  United 
States  Forest  Service  has  been  associated  with  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture and  the  service  has  been  built  up  on  a  professional  and  scientific  rather 
than  a  political  basis,  and  it  has  enjoyed  interesting  public  esteem  and  con- 
fidence as  an  organization  doing  a  big  job  in  an  efficient  and  friendly  way 
It  is,  therefore,  with  genuine  apprehension  that  all  friends  of  the  forest 
service  here  took  as  its  purpose  the  transfer  from  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture to  a  new  and  different  regime  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior. 
We  are  not  concerned  about  the  nature  of  the  influences  that  are  back  of 
this  movement,  but  we  do  believe  that  so  far  as  these  forest  activities  relate 
to  the  productive  use  of  land  and  the  proper  handling  of  resources,  forestry 
is  part  of  Agriculture.     Public  service,  scientific  research  and  husbandry 
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are  of  the  spirit  and  essence  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  as  our  citi- 
zens have  known  it  and  the  forest  service  partakes  of  the  same  nature. 
Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  opposition  to  the  removal  of 
the  United  States  Forest  Service  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to 
that  of  the  Interior. 

In  Pennsylvania,  nothing  that  the  State  Grange  has  ever  done  to  pro- 
mote the  general  welfare  transcends  the  part  which  it  played  in  crystallizing 
public  sentiment  and  promoting  legislation  for  the  upbuilding  and  better 
protection  of  our  State  forests.  At  the  forty-fifth  annual  session  of  the 
State  Grange,  held  in  Williamsport  in  1917,  a  committee  was  appointed 
for  the  study  of  better  protection  for  our  forests  against  fire  of  which  Mr. 
Gifford  Pinchot,  our  present  Governor,  was  chairman.  During  the  summer 
of  1918,  the  committee  made  a  personal  survey  covering  a  major  portion 
of  our  State  forests,  and  armed  with  a  vast  amount  of  material  gathered, 
proceeded  to  formulate  a  policy  to  be  recommended  to  the  State  Grange  for 
adoption  at  its  next  meeting.  At  the  time  when  the  State  Grange  took  up 
the  matter  of  setting  the  state  forestry  upon  its  feet,  these  forests  were 
wholly  without  a  system  of  inspection  and  so  far  as  the  woods  were  con- 
cerned, were  entirely  uninspected.  There  was  no  enforcement  of  regulations 
against  forest  fires  on  private  lands,  although  ample  legal  authority  ex- 
isted. The  system  of  fire  lines  was  so  defective  in  plan  that  large  sums  of 
money  were  uselessly  expended  and  no  plans  for  fighting  fire  in  each  indi- 
vidual forest  were  in  existence.  In  making  its  report  to  the  State  Grange 
the  Conservation  Committee  pointed  out  all  of  these  defects  and  recom- 
mended remedial  action. 

A  bill  embodying  the  Grange  program  was  drafted  and  introduced  into 
the  Legislature  in  1919.  However,  selfish  interests,  backed  with  political 
influence,  that  were  benefiting  by  skinning  off  what  was  left  of  our  cut- 
over  lands,  succeeded  in  having  the  Grange  bill  smothered  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, although  a  vigorous  and  determined  fight  was  made  in  its  behalf. 
However,  sentiment  favorable  to  forest  conservation  was  developed  in 
every  quarter  of  the  State,  and  the  Grange  program  was  enthusiastically 
supported  by  all  the  organizations  interested  in  conservation,  by  sportsmen, 
and  the  rank  and  file  of  the  people.  Our  fine  State  forests  are  substantially 
the  result  of  this  early  Grange  movement.  Today  the  State  forests  comprise 
1,648,000  acres,  located  in  33  counties  of  the  Commonwealth.  These  lands 
have  been  rapidly  made  into  productive  forests  through  protection  and  man- 
agement and  have  more  than  doubled  in  value  since  they  were  purchased. 
Since  1931  a  total  of  221,000  acres  were  acquired. 

The  system  of  forest  fire  observation  has  been  steadily  expanded  since 
the  Grange  began  its  crusade  in  1917.  Practically  every  acre  of  forest  land 
within  the  Commonwealth  is  under  observation  during  the  forest  fire  sea- 
son. At  the  present  time  126  forest  observation  towers  are  maintained  by 
the  State.  Each  of  these  observation  stations  is  equipped  with  telephone 
service.  More  than  850  miles  of  telephone  lines  come  directly  under  the 
supervision  of  the  forest  protection  agencies  of  the  State. 

The  net  income  from  State  forests  is  deposited  in  the  State  school  fund. 
To  date  this  fund  amounts  to  over  $650,000.  In  years  to  come,  the  State 
forests  will  produce  an  annual  net  revenue  which  will  contribute  in  a  sub- 
stantial way  to  the  education  of  our  youth.  This  fund  will  be  greatly  aug- 
mented if  the  State  acquires  without  undue  delay  the  remainder  of  the  un- 
seated land,  both  for  a  practical  as  well  as  a  business  reason. 

It  must  be  noted  further  that  the  State  Grange  has  for  years  empha- 
sized the  fact  that  the  freight  bill  alone  on  lumber  brought  into  the  State  is 
$25,000,000  annually,  while  our  total  outlay  for  imported  forest  products 
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is  nearly  $100,000,000  a  year.    It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  readily  that  if  the 

cut-over  lands  of  Pennsylvania  which  once  produced  some  of  the  finest  white 

pine  and  hemlock  were  properly  utilized  and  given  protection  against  fire, 

this  lumber  could  be  produced  at  home  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  people 

of  the  State.

REPORT  OF  INSURANCE  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

Your  Committee  on  Insurance  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  during  this  past 
year  our  various  Grange  cooperative  insurance  projects  have  enjoyed  a 
most  favorable  experience.  Claim  issues  have  been  very  materially  reduced 
during  this  present  year,  thus  providing  for  a  substantial  reduction  in 
Grange  insurance  costs. 

We  would  again  remind  the  members  of  this  State  Grange  that  the 
Grange  cooperative  insurance  projects  of  Pennsylvania  constitute  our 
largest  single  cooperative  endeavor,  which  fact  imposes  upon  this  State 
Grange  a  responsibility  that  must  not  be  underestimated. 

Fire  Insurance 

For  the  most  part  our  twenty-four  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Companies  have  enjoyed  a  favorable  experience  during  this  past  year. 
Assessments  have  been  materially  lessened  and  with  the  gradual  return  of 
economic  normalcy  we  have  confidence  that  this  favorable  trend  will  con- 
tinue during  this  forthcoming  year.  To  enable  the  Grange  Mutual  Fire 
Insurance  Companies  to  meet  any  possible  future  adversity,  we  would  again 
reiterate  the  recommendation  made  last  year,  that  the  Grange  Fire  Insur- 
ance Companies  build  a  substantial  reserve  in  each  company. 

In  conjunction  with  the  recent  action  of  the  National  Grange,  we  would 
recommend  the  organization  of  a  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Association 
in  Pennsylvania.  And  we  would  urge  that  in  the  event  such  an  association 
is  consummated  that  each  and  every  Grange  Company  in  Pennsylvania 
seek  affiliation. 

Further,  in  conjunction  with  preliminary  initiative  already  taken  by 
officials  of  the  National  Grange,  we  would  encourage  the  organization  of  a 
National  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Association  that  would  constitute  a  reinsur- 
ance agency  for  all  of  the  local  Grange  Companies  throughout  the  nation. 

Automobile  Insurance 

Automobile  insurance  is  a  form  of  insurance  service  which  is  destined 
to  grow  in  popularity  with  each  succeeding  day.  The  enactment  of  Finan- 
cial Responsibility  Acts,  together  with  the  ever-increasing  hazards  of  our 
highways,  creates  a  situation  which  makes  automobile  insurance  virtually 
imperative  in  order  to  escape  the  probable  jeopardy  confronting  every  auto- 
mobile owner  today.

celled claim  service.     Many  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  saved  to  the 


Patrons  of  Pennsylvania  who  have  taken  advantage  of  this  Grange  service. 
Through  a  country-wide  Claims  Service,  Grange  members  who  are  insured 
in  their  own  company  are  assured  of  prompt  claim  service  and  protection 
regardless  of  where  they  may  be  upon  the  continent  of  North  America.

REPORT  OF  THE  RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION 

COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  makes  the  following  recommendations  for  your  con- 
sideration : 

A.  That  the  present  policy  which  results  in  continuing  high  minimums 
indefinitely  on  many  rural  electric  lines  be  modified  so  that  after  an  exten- 
sion has  been  in  service  three  years  as  a  development  period,  the  minimum 
be  reduced  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $3.00  per  month  per  customer. 

B.  That  we  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  provisions  in  General 
Order  No.  28  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  requiring  the  electric  com- 
pany to  bear  the  expense  of  extending  their  lines,  thus  leaving  the  appli- 
cants free  to  use  their  money  for  wiring  and  equipping  their  properties. 

C.  That  we  call  upon  local,  state  and  national  agencies  in  formulating 
and  carrying  out  policies  dealing  with  electric  service  to  recognize  there  is 
a  mutual  interdependence  between  the  farmer  and  the  townsman,  so  that 
the  present-day  electric  service  area  unit  must  include  the  city,  town  and 
country  in  order  to  best  serve  the  public  interest  socially  and  economically. 
Therefore,  we  are  opposed  to  any  measures  under  which  the  town  or  city 
would  be  taken  out  of  this  electric  service  area  unit,  thus  leaving  the  coun- 
try district  by  itself  and  placing  the  rural  people  in  a  position  where  it 
would  be  impossible  to  secure  the  extension  and  maintenance  of  electric 
service  on  a  favorable  basis.  We  commend  the  present  policy  of  uniform 
rates  in  the  town  and  country  for  the  same  class  of  service. 

D.  That  in  order  to  stimulate  the  use  of  electric  current  in  the  rural 
areas  of  the  State  to  a  degree  which  will  enable  electrical  companies  to 
make  substantial  reductions  in  the  cost  of  current,  we  encourage  the  dis- 
semination of  information  relative  to  the  various  uses  of  current  in  rural 
areas. 

E.  That  we  commend  the  Rural  Group  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Rural  Electrification  in  assisting  in  bringing  about  a  proposed  reduction 
of  minimums  of  all  companies  now  requiring  guarantees  of  more  than  1 1/^  % 
per  month,  to  1%%  per  month,  effective  January  1,  1935. 

F.  That  we  recommend  that  the  State  Grange  continue  its  representa- 
tion on  the  Joint  Committee  and  support  the  work  of  that  committee  as  in 
the  past. 
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One  resolution  was  referred  to  us  for  action  on  the  subject  of  Public 
Ownership  of  Utilities.  This  resolution  was  adopted  by  Cranberry  Grange 
No.  908,  December,  1934,  and  is  identical  in  every  detail  to  one  presented 
at  the  Johnstown  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Legislation  to  report  at  the  1934  meeting  of 
the  State  Grange.  Your  Committee  on  Rural  Electrification  is,  therefore, 
not  passing  upon  the  resolution  submitted  to  us  inasmuch  as  the  Standing 
Committee  will  report  on  this  matter.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

It  has  well  been  said  that  next  in  importance  to  freedom  and  justice 
is  the  cause  of  popular  education,  without  which  neither  freedom  nor  justice 
can  be  permanently  maintained. 

The  Grange  has  always  been  a  staunch  supporter  of  our  public  school 
system.  We  likewise  believe  in  vocational  training  and  adequate  support 
for  our  land  grant  colleges  and  the  experiment  stations  connected  therewith. 

No  argument  is  needed  to  prove  that  without  a  good  teacher  no  school 
can  be  a  success.    Good  teachers  must,  therefore,  be  justly  compensated. 

The  best  facilities  and  equipment  that  our  people  can  afford  are,  of 
course,  desirable.  However,  there  is  a  distinction  between  architecture  and 
education.  Many  school  districts  are  in  serious  financial  distress  because 
they  were  encouraged,  if  not  compelled,  by  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction at  Harrisburg,  to  erect  buildings  the  cost  of  which  exceeded  the 
capacity  of  the  districts  to  pay. 

Equalization  of  educational  opportunity  demands  a  more  equitable  dis- 
tribution of  the  tax  burden  for  schools.  To  bring  this  about,  we  urge  the 
enactment  of  the  Grange  School  Bill,  which  was  introduced  in  the  Legislature 
in  1931,  and  again  in  1933,  but  which  failed  of  enactment,  although  it  passed 
the  House  on  one  occasion. 

Under  the  plan  outlined  in  this  bill,  after  any  fourth-class  school  dis- 
trict has  levied  a  school  tax  of  five  mills  on  the  true  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  district,  the  State  would  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to  make 
available  a  total  of  $1,500  for  each  teacher,  and  supervisor  employed  in  the 
district.  In  no  event  shall  the  State  appropriation  fall  below  $450  for  each 
teacher  or  supervisor  employed  in  districts  of  the  fourth  class. 

We  are  not  impressed  with  all  the  talk  about  economies  that  might  be 
effected  by  the  further  consolidation  of  schools  and  by  consolidating  school 
districts. 

The  question  of  school  consolidation  should  be  left  to  the  people  of  each 
locality,  where  it  rightfully  belongs. 

The  consolidation  of  school  districts  must  not  be  made  compulsory. 
The  people  of  each  district  have  the  right  to  pass  on  this  question. 

In  no  event  should  the  unit  for  school  administration  be  made  so  large 
as  to  destroy  the  sense  of  local  responsibility. 

For  the  past  dozen  years  there  has  been  over-centralization  of  school 
authority  at  Harrisburg.  This  has  been  hurtful  to  the  cause  of  education. 
It  has  also  been  very  expensive. 
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A  larger  measure  of  home  rule  in  school  affairs  would  not  only  be  more 
in  accord  with  American  ideals,  but  it  would  be  less  costly  and  would  be  an 
educative  process  in  itself. 

The  true  function  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  is  to  ad- 
minister the  school  laws  of  the  State.  It  is  the  function  of  the  schools  to 
impart  instruction,  and  the  Department  should  not  engage  in  this  work. 

We  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  responsibility  for  supplying 
elementary  education  in  our  public  schools  is  a  function  that  belongs  to  the 
locality  and  the  State. 

During  an  emergency  such  as  the  one  through  which  we  are  passing 
it  is  proper  for  the  Federal  Government  to  come  to  the  assistance  of  the 
States  in  education,  just  as  the  Government  has  assisted  industry,  agricul- 
ture and  our  financial  institutions. 

But  there  is  much  to  be  lost,  and  nothing  gained,  by  asking  for  per- 
manent Federal  aid  for  schools. 

Federal  support  for  education  would  certainly  be  followed  in  a  short 
time  by  the  loss  of  local  control  and  initiative  in  school  affairs.  This  loss 
would  be  grievous  and  irreparable. 

Instead  of  the  liberty  we  have  enjoyed  since  the  founding  of  our  public 
school  system,  one  hundred  years  ago,  we  would  have  Federal  supervision, 
Federal  inspection,  and  Federal  uniformities,  with  all  their  paralyzing 
effects. 

Moreover,  the  cost  of  education  would  be  greatly  increased,  and  the 
taxpayers  would  have  to  foot  the  bill. 

We  commend  the  National  Grange  for  its  opposition  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Federal  Department  of  Education,  which  is  a  purely  manufac- 
tured demand  that  finds  no  support  among  the  rank  and  file  of  our  tax- 
payers. We  pledge  our  hearty  support  to  the  National  Grange  in  continuing 
its  fight  against  this  proposal,  which,  if  adopted,  would  result  in  Prussian- 
izing our  school  system. 

During  the  present  week  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States 
called  a  conference  to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  combat  crime 
and  gambling  throughout  the  country.  Our  annual  crime  bill  is  reported 
to  be  about  twelve  billion  dollars. 

More  power  to  those  who  are  charged  with  the  perilous  responsibility 
of  hunting  down  gangsters,  crooks,  and  criminals!  Society  must  protect 
itself  against  these  heartless  foes. 

But  let  us  not  forget  the  time-honored  maxim,  "Bring  up  a  child  in 
the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it." 

Let  there  be  more  character-building  in  the  work  of  our  public  schools. 
Education  that  fails  to  supply  this  essential  element  in  the  development 
of  the  youthful  mind  and  heart  is  wasted  and  useless.

The  McKean  County  Pomona  Grange  at  its  regular  meeting  December  6,  1934,  desires 
to  call  attention  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  of  the  Fourth  Class  School  Districts  of 
the  State. 

Whereas,  The  1933  Legislature  failed  to  appropriate  the  full  amount  of  the  school 
appropriation  mandated  by  the  so-called  Edmonds  Law,  which  amounted  to  a  10  per  cent 
reduction  for  the  1933-35  Blennium.  Since  no  reduction  was  made  on  the  first  three  pay- 
ments due  in  this  blennium,  the  school  districts  are  faced  with  30  per  cent  cut  in  the  last 
payment  which  is  due  February  1,  1935. 

WiHEBEAS,  This  cut  Will  have  to  be  made  up  by  the  local  taxes  on  real  estate  In  each 
district  of  which  the  total  amouint  approximates  $5,000,000  In  the  state. 

Therefore,  we  request,  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on  record  favoring  a 
deficiency  appropriation  in  the  1935  General  Assembly  that  has  for  its  purpose  the  granting 
of  full  appropriations  to  the  school  districts  of  the  State  under  the  Edmonds  Law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KEYSTONE  ORANOE  EXCHANGE 

For  a  few  minutes  we  invite  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Key- 
stone Grange  Exchange,  the  authorized  head  for  Cooperative  buying.  A 
simple  definition  of  the  word  cooperation  is:  "two  or  more  people  uniting 
their  interests  for  their  common  good."  The  Exchange  was  organized  by 
the  State  Grange  at  its  annual  session  held  at  Clearfield,  Pa.,  in  1912  as 
the  proper  source  for  the  Subordinate  Granges  to  unite  their  buying  of 
supplies.  The  directors  hold  meetings  at  each  session  of  the  State  Grange 
and  again  in  January  to  contract  for  supplies.  We  bring  you  our  offers 
on  the  various  subjects  but  if  the  Subordinate  Granges  take  no  action  then 
there  is  no  cooperation.  If  you  expect  the  Exchange  to  grow  and  expand 
then  we  must  have  more  support  from  the  subordinate  Granges  of  the 
State  in  the  way  of  orders.  We  urge  all  patrons  to  insist  on  Keystone 
Grange  Exchange  brand  of  goods,  for  you  will  be  assured  of  good  quality 
and  we  must  keep  our  volume  large  enough  so  that  manufacturers  will  be 
willing  to  pack  their  goods  under  our  name.  By  your  demand  for  Exchange 
goods  you  may  thwart  your  local  agent  from  diverting  his  order  to  other 
than  the  Grange  Exchange. 

We  wish  to  emphasize  the  quality  of  the  merchandise  we  are  offering 
you.  The  Exchange  does  not  select  the  cheapest  goods  it  can  buy  in  order 
to  have  a  low  price.  We  are  happy  to  note  from  this  year's  record  on  Binder 
Twine  that  patrons  do  not  want  these  low  grade  goods  when  they  are  ad- 
vised about  them.  More  than  95%  of  our  twine  orders  were  for  our  best 
grade  twine  ''Golden  Tie"  and  less  than  5%  of  the  common  grade  like  that 
found  in  hardware  and  implement  stores. 

We  have  two  outstanding  subjects  for  this  season.  First  is  Commercial 
Fertilizers  which  surpassed  its  record  of  last  year  by  twelve  thousand  dol- 
lars. Second  is  seeds  which  show  an  increase  of  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars.  Binder  Twine,  Groceries  and  Spraying  materials  are  on  a  parity 
with  the  previous  seasons  record. 

Service  is  of  vital  importance  in  cooperative  work  and  we  have  an 
established  rule  in  our  oflRce  of  giving  orders  immediate  attention  and 
preference  over  letters  of  inquiry  and  other  correspondence.  Uusually  the 
orders  are  passed  on  to  the  firm  with  whom  we  are  in  contact  the  same 
day  they  are  received  so  as  not  to  cause  any  delay  at  the  office  of  the  Ex- 
change. 

In  the  interest  of  economy  we  have  denied  ourselves  any  expense  that 
was  not  necessary  in  order  to  keep  our  overhead  down  as  low  as  possible. 
We  feel  that  we  have  done  too  little  advertising  for  it  is  by  our  letters  that 
we  keep  the  patrons  informed  and  we  are  hoping  to  do  more  of  this  work 
the  coming  year. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  have  come  through 
the  year  with  a  gain  of  $473.18  and  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  patrons 
who  cooperated  with  us  in  any  way  and  helped  to  make  this  record.

RESOLUTION  FOR  IMMEDIATE  ACTION

Resolved,  That  in  this  Sixty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  we  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  their 
consideration  and  action  the  matter  of  an  invitation  to  the  National  Grange 
to  hold  their  1936  or  1937  Convention  in  Pennsylvania. 


REPORT  OP  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

On  December  15,  1934,  the  Executive  Committee  met  in  the  Fort  Stan- 
wix  Hotel,  Johnstown,  Pennsylvania,  for  the  purpose  of  organization. 
Brother  S.  A.  Harshaw  was  elected  president  and  Charles  W.  Creasy,  sec- 
retary. 

Question  of  per  diem  for  deputies,  picnic  speakers,  and  Past  Masters 
were  determined  at  this  meeting  as  well  as  the  organization  of  Grange  News. 

For  the  good  of  the  service  it  was  decided  to  release  the  Grange  Mu- 
tual Liability  Company  from  their  contract  with  the  Executive  Committee; 
and  the  contract  with  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company 
was  renewed  for  another  five  years  from  January  1,  1934  to  January  1, 
1939,  inclusive.  The  reorganization  fee  for  deputies  to  reorganize  Subordi- 
nate Granges  was  fixed  at  $10.00  per  Grange;  if  the  Grange  pays  State 
dues  and  initiates  a  class  of  candidates  within  a  year,  the  State  Grange 
is  to  pay  an  additional  $10.00. 

.  At  the  June  meeting  a  campaign  for  membership  was  authorized,  a 
banner  to  be  given  to  the  Grange  in  every  county  that  makes  the  largest 
gain  in  membership  from  September  30,  1933  to  September  30,  1934,  pro- 
vided however  that  no  Grange  shall  receive  a  banner  which  has  made  a 
gain  of  less  than  fifteen  members.  Samples  of  banners  were  submitted 
and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  Fuller  Regalia  Company  to  furnish  as 
many  banners  as  may  be  required  at  the  close  of  the  campaign. 

The  committee  adopted  the  budget  totaling  $45,000.  The  five  principle 
items  in  the  budget  were  Pomona  dues,  $9,000;  mileage  1933  convention, 
$3,666;  dues  to  the  National  Grange,  $7,400;  Grange  News,  $7,500;  ad- 
ministrative expenses,  $11,000. 

The  matter  of  new  robes  for  the  degree  work  of  the  Sixth  Degree  were 
discussed  and  the  Worthy  Flora  of  the  State  Grange  was  authorized  to 
select  and  purchase  material  for  new  robes  for  the  1934  meeting  of  the 
State  Grange. 

On  August  16th,  a  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  at  State  College 
and  the  question  of  a  meeting  place  for  the  State  Meeting  was  discussed 
and  decided  favorably  for  Hershey,  Pennsylvania,  after  having  considered 
other  towns — Sunbury,  Harrisburg,  Chambersburg  and  others. 

At  this  same  meeting  the  Grange  funds  tied  up  in  the  Union  Trust 
Company  were  discussed  fully.  It  was  agreed  to  cooperate  with  other 
depositors  in  the  plan  for  the  joint  reorganization  of  the  Union   Trust 
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Company  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Commonwealth  Trust  Company,  both 
of  Harrisburg,  according  to  a  plan  required  by  the  Banking  Department 
to  open  up  the  bank.  The  plan  of  the  organization  of  the  Capital  City 
Bank  and  Trust  Company,  which  will  absorb  both  of  the  above  banks,  is  to 
pay  out  in  cash  on  or  before  January  1,  1935,  20%  of  the  deposits,  and 
shares  in  the  new  bank  will  be  issued  for  15%  of  the  restricted  deposit 
balances.  The  balance  of  65%  of  the  obligations  of  the  bank  to  depositors 
amount  to  $904,000.  The  Union  Trust  Company  is  obligated  to  the  Recon- 
struction Finance  Corporation  for  a  loan  of  $308,000,  but  over  and  above 
this  amount  the  trustees  in  charge  of  closing  out  the  business  will  have 
assets  in  the  sum  of  $1,337,000.  We  have  the  assurance  of  Mr.  Paterson, 
the  President  of  the  Union  Trust  Company,  that  a  very  substantial  amount 
of  the  65%  will  be  paid,  if  not  in  full. 

The  mileage  for  delegates  for  1934  was  fixed  at  3%c  per  niile  one  way, 
the  same  plan  as  in  force  in  1933. 

Life  Insurance 

There  have  been  impressive  gains  in  assets,  surplus  and  insurance 
in  force.  Assets  and  surplus  approximate  seven  millions  of  dollars — ^a  new 
high.  Insurance  in  force  totals  thirty-four  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

Paid  for  business  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  year  was  more 
than  double  that  of  the  corresponding  months  of  1933  or  an  actual  increase 
in  new  paid  for  business  of  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent.  Whereas, 
the  average  gain  for  all  life  companies,  as  reported  up  to  October  1st,  was 
twenty  per  cent. 

Insurance  in  force  has  increased  since  the  first  of  the  year  nearly 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  Farmers  and  Traders  is  one  of  the  very  few  Legal  Reserve  Life 
Insurance  Companies  operating  in  the  United  States  to  show  a  gain  in 
insurance  in  force  this  year  and  during  the  same  period,  an  increase  in 
assets  and  a  largely  increased  surplus. 

The  Grange  Life  Insurance  Campaign,  extending  from  April  1st  to 
September  30th  of  the  present  year  was  a  success  and  resulted  in  more 
life  insurance  being  placed  on  the  lives  of  Grange  members  than  in  any 
one  year  of  the  twenty  since  your  company  began  business. 

The  splendid  cooperation  received  from  State  Grange  officials,  officers 
and  members  of  Subordinate  Granges  has  made  possible  the  largely  in- 
creased production  from  Pennsylvania  this  year. 

Your  Executive  Committee  heartily  endorses  the  Company  Program 
for  1935,  which  calls  for  a  minimum  of  three  new  policies  to  be  placed  in 
each  Subordinate  Grange  in  our  State.  We  urge  its  support  by  our  mem- 
bership to  the  end  that  our  Grange  Life  Insurance  service  may  be  extended 
into  more  Grange  homes,  and  also  from  the  standpoint  of  support  for  a 
successful  Cooperative  Endeavor  that  helps  finance  the  Grange. 

Automobile  Insurance 

We  are  pleased  to  report  a  remarkable  growth  during  the  past  year 
of  the  National  Grange  Cooperative  Automobile  Insurance  Project  in  Penn- 
sylvania. The  premium  volume  for  1934  has  increased  more  than  450  per 
cent  over  the  1933  volume.  We  commend  the  membership  upon  the  loyal 
support  given  to  this  project  and  would  urge  continued  and  renewed  support 
during  the  forthcoming  year.  This  project  has  not  only  provided  our  mem- 
bership with  an  unexcelled  insurance  service  at  a  very  low  cost,  but  as 
well  has  provided  the  Grange  with  an  effective  medium  for  building  and 
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holding  membership.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  agency  force  upwards 
to  500  new  and  reinstated  members  have  been  secured  for  the  Grange  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  of  Keene,  New  Hamp- 
shire, is  one  of  the  best  rated  companies  in  the  country.  Best's  Insurance 
Reports — 1934,  which  rates  companies  from  the  policyholder's  viewpoint, 
gives  our  Company  its  very  top  rating,  A+  Excellent,  such  rating  being 
based  upon  financial  strength,  claim  adjusting  service,  etc. 

We  would  urge  that  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Grange  officials  through 
out  the  State  give  their  wholehearted  support  to  this  cooperative  Grange 
endeavor  and  encourage  their  members  to  patronize  their  own  Company, 
thus  adding  future  strength  to  a  thriving  Grange  project  that  promises 
to  become  the  outstanding  Grange  Cooperative  endeavor  of  all  time.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

The  members  of  the  Committee  on  Dairy  Interests  recognize  the  deplor- 
able conditions  the  dairy  industry  is  passing  through.  Inasmuch  as  the 
Grange  has  been  directly  or  indirectly  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
milk  cooperatives  which  cover  the  larger  part  of  our  State  and  represent 
the  following  milk  sheds:  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  and  a  part  of  the  New 
York  Milk  Shed,  the  committee  recognizes  the  service  that  these  dairy  co- 
operatives have  been  doing;  and  (whose  membership  is  largely  composed 
of  Grange  members)  for  the  milk  producers  of  the  State. 

The  Grange  is  desirous  to  be  of  service  to  all  milk  producers  of  the 
State,  whether  members  of  cooperatives  or  not.  The  committee  approves 
and  commends  the  calling  together  of  representatives  of  all  dairy  organi- 
zations in  an  endeavor  to  unite  on  a  common  program  for  legislation  to  be 
presented  to  the  1935  Legislature. 

The  committee  recognizes  that  many  differences  of  opinion  exist  among 
the  various  interests  as  to  the  right  course  to  pursue.  This  should  not  in 
itself  be  an  obstacle  to  a  continuation  of  conferences  in  an  endeavor  to  ac- 
complish the  above  purpose. 

To  that  end,  all  past  personal  differences  and  ambitions  should  be  for- 
gotten and  all  rivalries  between  organizations  selling  in  the  same  market; 
and  wholehearted  cooperation  given  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  a  unity  of 
thought  and  action. 

The  committee  has  been  informed,  "That  a  survey  recently  made  in 
Philadelphia  of  16,000  families  showed  that  there  was  a  decreased  consump- 
tion of  3,757  quarts  by  the  change  of  the  food  voucher  to  cash  relief."  We 
recommend  that  the  former  policy  be  restored. 

The  committee  is  in  hearty  accord  with  the  stand  of  the  National  Grange 
in  opposition  to  the  proposed  code  of  labor  provisions  for  the  fluid  milk  in- 
dustry. It  would  be  especially  harmful,  not  to  say  unworkable,  to  subject 
producer — distributors  to  the  hour  and  wage  provisions  of  the  code  in  con- 
nection with  the  members  of  his  own  family. 

The  codification  of  the  fluid  milk  industry  would  lead  to  lower  prices  to 
producer  and  higher  prices  to  consumer.  It  would  put  milk  beyond  the  reach 
of  millions  of  people,  which  could  not  be  tolerated. 

During  the  past  few  months  certain  interests  have  opened  headquarters 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  for  the  purpose  of  popularizing  and  stimulating  the 
sale  of  products  made  from  domestically  produced  vegetable  oils. 

These  interests,  which  are  very  active  and  well  financed,  are  engaged 
in  an  effort  to  break  down  the  statutory  laws  which  have  been  enacted  in  the 
several  States  and  in  the  nation  for  the  regulation  of  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  oleomargarine  and  other  imitation  dairy  products. 

Their  argument  is  that  the  price  of  butter  places  it  beyond  the  reach 
of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  people.  Nothing  could  be  farther  from  the  truth. 
When  the  relative  nutritive  value  of  the  butter  and  oleomargarine  is  kept 
in  mind,  butter  is  the  better  buy  of  the  two.  The  poor  man  who  wants  to 
get  the  greatest  value  for  his  money  cannot  afford  to  buy  oleomargarine. 

The  Grange,  which  was  the  pioneer  organization  in  securing  the  enact- 
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ment  of  our  oleomargarine  laws  must  vigorously  oppose  any  and  all  efforts 
that  may  be  made  to  repeal  this  legislation. 

We  wish  to  point  out  to  the  producers  of  cottonseed  oil,  in  particular, 
that  the  best  customer  for  cottonseed  products  is  the  dairy  farmer.  In 
normal  times  the  consumption  of  cottonseed  and  its  products  on  our  farms 
totals  more  than  seventy  million  dollars  a  year.  Destroy  the  prosperity  of 
the  dairy  farmer,  and  this  market  will  be  lost. 

Surely,  the  producers  of  cottonseed  products  should  see  the  light  and 
not  fight  against  their  own  best  interests.

INSPECTION  OF  MILK  PLANTS  AND  FARMS 

CONCORDVILLE,  Pa.,  October  22,  1934. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  Concord  Grange  No.  1141  held  at  Concordville 
on  the  above  date,  the  following  action  was  taken: 

Whereas,  The  milk  produced  in  Pennsylvania  for  the  Philadelphia  Milk  Shed  is 
being  produced  under  inspection  by  the  Bureau  of  Milk  Sanitation  and  by  the  Quality 
Control  Department  of  the  Dairy  Council,  or  some  similarly  constituted  body,  with  the 
approval  of  the  aforesaid  Bureau,  and 

Whereas,  A  large  quantity  of  milk  comes  into  this  area  from  other  states  wherein 
the  inspection  has  been  previously  conducted  on  a  much  more  lenient  basis,  and 

Whereas,  This  milk  shipped  from  these  districts  comes  into  direct  competition  with 
milk  produced  in  this  State ;    therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  endorse  the  action  taken  by  Wilbur  K.  Moffett,  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Milk  Sanitation,  Harrisburg,  in  taking  steps  to  enforce  the  law  regarding  the 
inspection  of  milk  plants  and  farms  from  which  milk  comes  into  Pennsylvania  and  the 
Philadelphia  Milk  Shed  from  outside  the  State  and  bring  the  sanitary  condition  of  these 
plants  and  farms  up  to  the  same  sanitary  conditions  as  our  plants  and  farms  are  com- 
pelled to  be. 

Assuring  you  of  our  hearty  cooperation  in  your  endeavors  to  clean  up  the  milk  prob- 
lem and  give  the  dairy  farmer  a  chance  to  market  his  milk  at  a  price  that  will  enable 
him  to  get  adequate  returns  for  his  labors,  we  remain.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

In  these  times  when  unthinking  radicalism  and  stupid  reaction  are  the 
greatest  foe  to  be  feared,  the  fundamental  soundness  of  the  Grange  in  its 
economic  and  legislative  platforms  is  of  first  importance.  In  the  language 
of  the  National  Master,  "America  stands  at  the  crossroads  of  one  of  the 
most  important  periods  in  its  history.  A  suffering  nation,  confused  by  the 
magnitude  of  the  problems,  finds  itself  facing  many  roads  toward  the  fu- 
ture." As  an  organization  interested  in  public  welfare  we  must  swerve 
neither  to  the  right  nor  to  the  left  but  follow  our  well  trodden  path  of  pro- 
gressive, constructive  and  forward-looking  policies.  The  Grange  has  a 
record  of  many  advanced  ideas  on  legislation  which  have  been  incorporated 
into  State  and  National  laws,  but  we  must  point  to  the  fact  that  during  the 
past  there  has  always  been  opposition  to  the  basic  principles  which  would 
place  agriculture  upon  the  level  to  which  it  is  entitled,  both  by  its  own  in- 
trinsic worth  and  by  its  importance  in  our  State  and  National  life.  While 
other  industries  have  been  encouraged  by  legislation  which  insured  to  them 
adequate  financial  returns,  agriculture  as  an  industry  has  received  no  such 
direct  help  and  protection.  Therefore,  our  legislative  policy  must  necessa- 
rily be  twofold,  first  to  continue  our  fight  for  the  inherent  rights  of  agricul- 
ture, and  second,  to  plan  for  progressive  and  constructive  legislation  that 
will  assist  in  lifting  us  out  of  this  depression  and  lay  the  foundation  for 
continued  prosperity.  The  business  of  agriculture  faces  a  situation  that 
demands  the  best  possible  guidance — ^there  is  no  doubt  of  this.  Nationally, 
the  intended  shifting  of  AAA  policies  has  complicated  the  condition  and  the 
experiences  of  the  past  year  have  proved  to  the  agricultural  world  that  gov- 
ernment agricultural  activities  can  and  do  seriously  affect  the  farmer's 
business.  In  a  State-wide  way  the  almost  impossible  task  that  faces  the 
coming  session  of  the  Assembly  demands  careful  thought-planning  on  our 
part.  It  is  conceded  that  the  incoming  administration  will  not  only  need 
support  of  the  farm  groups  but  should  be  accorded  every  assistance  that 
can  be  rendered  by  this  organization. 

Taxation 

The  great  and  outstanding  problem  of  taxation  is  now  receiving  much 
public  attention,  but  we  fail  to  see  that  in  all  the  publicity  which  the  ques- 
tion receives,  and  in  all  the  proposals  offered  there  is  little  which  will  in 
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any  way  lighten  the  burdens  of  the  farm  and  home  owner,  unless  there  be 
staged  a  determined  and  vigorous  fight  for  the  recognition  of  the  property 
owners'  rights.  There  must  be  a  concerted  movement  on  the  part  of  groups 
interested,  if  we  would  attain  our  objective.  It  is  one  thing  to  ask  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  to  reduce  taxes  on  real  estate  and  quite  another  to 
get  favorable  action.  The  coming  session  of  the  General  Assembly  will  be 
faced  with  a  difficult  problem  to  finance  the  State  Government,  and  this  may 
make  it  all  the  more  difficult  to  secure  favorable  action.  Anticipating  this 
situation  your  Legislative  Committee  has  conferred  with  committees  repre- 
senting the  Tax  Justice  League  and  the  Pennsylvania  Real  Estate  Associa- 
tion on  points  of  similarity  in  legislative  programs,  to  secure  agreement  to 
present  a  solid  front  on  such  points  of  similarity. 

For  many  years,  the  Grange  fought  for  a  tax  of  five  mills,  on  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  manufacturing  and  laundrying  corporations,  so  that  such  cor- 
porations would  have  been  placed  on  an  equal  footing  with  others  and  lose 
their  unfair  exemption  which  they  enjoy.  This  is  the  fairest,  the  most 
equitable  and  the  quickest  temporary  relief  for  taxation  and  we  believe  that 
this  body  might  well  continue  to  advocate  this  form  of  taxation. 

We  would  further  recommend  the  continued  efforts  of  the  Grange  to 
secure  at  the  very  earliest  possible  moment  an  amendment  to  the  State  Con- 
stitution which  will  permit  the  Legislature  to  impose  graduated  income 
and  inheritance  taxes  with  reasonable  exemptions  of  small  incomes  and  es- 
tates. The  emergency  profits  tax  once  a  State  law,  might  well  be  reenacted 
as  emergency  legislation  if  not  for  permanency. 

The  burden  of  the  taxes  on  the  farm  and  home  lies  in  the  field  of  road 
and  school  taxes.  For  relief  of  the  farmer,  we  recommend  for  reaffirmation 
the  present  policy  of  the  Grange,  that  the  State  construct  and  maintain  all 
second-class  township  highways  and  bridges.  If  the  money  paid  for  motor 
licenses  and  the  tax  on  gasoline  remain  intact,  this  is  both  practical  and 
possible.  Since  1919  the  revenue  derived  from  gasoline  tax  in  America  is 
more  than  $3,700,000,000,  and  annually  the  gasoline  tax  amounts  to  $500,- 
000,000.  It  is  generally  conceded  that  this  tax  is  the  fairest  tax  of  all  and 
your  Committee  recommends  that  this  State  Grange  oppose  any  and  all  ef- 
forts to  divert  any  part  of  this  fund  to  other  purposes  except  for  highway 
maintenance  and  construction. 

Education 

The  legislative  report  covers,  principally,  the  policy  and  principles  of 
the  Grange  in  relation  to  financing  public  education.  This  report  does  not 
attempt  to  encroach  upon  the  field  of  educational  ideas  which  are  the  prob- 
lems of  the  Committee  on  Education,  and  our  reference  shall  be  simply  to 
reiterate  and  recommend  for  the  approval  of  this  body  the  method  of  dis- 
tributing subsidy  to  the  school  districts  of  Pennsylvania  to  give  more  finan- 
cial support  to  our  rural  schools  in  such  great  need.  During  two  sessions 
of  the  Legislature,  the  Legislative  Committee  has  sought  to  secure  the  en- 
actment of  a  law  by  which  third-  and  fourth-class  school  districts  of  Penn- 
sylvania would  be  given  more  generous  support.  It  is  generally  admitted 
that  any  plan  for  providing  additional  funds  for  the  public  schools  must 
make  the  consideration  that  real  estate  cannot  bear  any  heavier  burden,  but 
on  the  contrary,  must  be  relieved  of  some  of  the  tax  burden  now  carried  by 
real  property.  A  reduction  of  the  farm  tax  burden  by  one-third,  or  a  shift- 
ing of  one-third  of  this  load  to  other  sources  would  place  agriculture  on  a 
par  with  other  incomes,  so  far  as  taxes  are  concerned.  With  this  in  view, 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  had  introduced  a  bill  in  the  1931  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  to  amend  the  present  school  code  so,  "that  the  aid 
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extended  by  the  State  for  schools  be  so  distributed  that  when  any  school 
district  has  levied  not  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  full  value  of  property  in 
the  district,  the  State  pay  to  that  district  the  difference  between  the  sum  of 
money  thus  obtained  and  $1,500,  for  every  teacher-unit  in  the  district."  This 
bill  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  following  amended  form. 
"That  the  amount  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  to  a  school  district  of  the 
fourth  class  for  elementary  teachers  and  elementary  supervisors  be  an 
amount  equal  to  $1,200  multiplied  by  the  number  of  elementary  teachers 
and  elementary  supervisors  of  each  district  less  such  an  amount  as  can  be 
raised  by  the  school  district  on  a  five-mill  tax,  levied  on  the  true  valuation 
of  the  property  taxable  in  the  district,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  amount  pay- 
able by  the  Commonwealth  to  any  district  be  less  than  $450  for  each  ele- 
mentary teacher  and  elementary  supervisor." 

The  forces  that  opposed  us  most  vigorously  in  the  1931  and  1933  ses- 
sions are  now  advocating  the  adoption  of  the  Grange  plan  for  financing 
schools  of  the  above  named  school  districts.  The  principle  of  the  Grange 
school  bill  is  regarded  as  the  most  sensible  plan  for  adjusting  the  distribu- 
tion of  subsidy  as  well  as  giving  support  to  those  districts  that  are  now  in 
distress. 

In  connection  with  the  distribution  of  school  subsidy,  the  question  of 
inequal  assessments  is  usually  raised  and  we  would  recommend  adherence 
to  the  local  systems  of  assessments  and  collection  of  taxes.  The  variance  in 
assessments  on  real  estate  exists  and  undoubtedly  there  is  considerable  in- 
equality in  many  districts,  but  so  long  as  the  basis  for  assessments  is  "what 
a  property  will  bring  at  a  bona  fide  public  sale,"  the  remedy  must  lie  in  the 
improvement  of  our  present  methods.  It  is  the  belief  of  our  Legislative 
Committee  that  if  the  method  of  tax  revision  were  changed,  limiting  the 
powers  of  County  Commissioners  when  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Revision, 
whatever  inequality  may  exist  would  be  wiped  out. 

Unemployment 

Unemployment  is  and  will  continue  to  be  the  most  important  problem 
affecting  the  States  and  the  Nation  for  some  time  to  come. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  is  being  given  to  plans  for  curing  unemploy- 
ment, most  of  which  center  around  public  works  projects.  Meritorious  as 
such  plans  may  be,  it  sometimes  seems  that  too  little  attention  is  being 
given  to  the  causes  of  unemployment.  It  is  an  economic  truth  that  our 
capacity  to  produce  goods  increases  faster  than  our  capacity  to  purchase. 
Under  the  present  system,  if  allowed  to  take  its  natural  course,  employment 
does  not  keep  pace  with  improvement  in  the  machinery  of  production. 

Years  ago  the  late  Samuel  Gompers,  head  of  the  American  labor  move- 
ment, made  the  statement:  "Hundreds  of  thousands  of  our  fellow  men, 
through  the  ever-increasing  inventions  and  improvements  in  modern  meth- 
ods of  production,  are  rendered  superfluous."  Can  such  a  situation  be  cured 
solely  by  public  works?  Should  it  be  cured  by  the  abolition  of  labor-saving 
machinery?  To  the  thoughtful  observer  the  answer  to  both  of  these  ques- 
tions must  be  in  the  negative.  True,  public  works  should  be  used  to  take 
up  the  slack  of  unemployment,  and  should  be  a  flexible  factor  to  fit  good 
times  and  bad.    But  they  are  a  cure  that  does  not  touch  the  cause. 

Civilization  as  we  know  it  is  founded  to  a  large  extent  upon  these 
marvels  of  science  and  invention,  however  cruel  have  been  the  results  of 
such  inventions  to  millions.  For  five  years  this  nation  has  seen  what  hap- 
pens when  modern  science  and  invention  are  exploited  for  private  profit  in- 
stead of  being  used  to  bring  about  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 
To  millions  of  workers  the  machine  has  been  an  enemy  rather  than  a  useful 
servant. 
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Economists  generally  agree  that  lasting  prosperity  and  the  good  life 
for  all  the  people  depend  upon  a  more  just  distribution  of  purchasing 
power.  A  part  of  the  solution  of  the  unemployment  problem,  therefore, 
lies  in  providing  work  and  compensation  for  every  worker  whether  on  the 
farm  or  in  the  factory.  The  problem  is  not  to  get  rid  of  the  good  things  we 
have, — the  natural  and  industrial  resources  of  this  country, — but  to  make  it 
possible  for  these  things  to  exist  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  people  and  not 
for  the  few. 

Two  years  ago  we  said,  "As  a  means  of  restoring  the  self-reliance  of 
the  unemployed  and  discouraging  a  system  of  pernicious  doles,  we  would 
recommend  .  .  .  remuneration  for  these  labors  to  be  paid  out  of  present 
poor  funds."  The  matter  of  unemployment  and  relief  cannot  well  be  sepa- 
rated, and  your  Committee  recommends  for  adoption  the  following  resolu- 
tion passed  on  September  15,  1934,  by  Huntingdon  County  Pomona  and 
endorsed  by  many  other  Pomonas:  ''Resolved,  That  we  demand  that  this 
program  of  reckless  expenditure  and  waste  be  discontinued,  and  that  per- 
sons responsible  for  the  administration  of  relief  work  in  County,  State  and 
Nation  devise  some  more  economical,  sane,  and  conservative  method  for 
assisting  worthy  unfortunates." 


Sabbath  Observance 

When  the  six  creative  days  were  ended,  God  rested  on  the  seventh  day 
and  sanctified  it.  We  all  know  that  sanctified  means  to  make  holy.  It, 
therefore,  is  not  a  holiday  but  a  holy  day. 

We  deplore  the  tendency  to  do  away  with  the  Sabbath  as  a  holy  day 
and  we  are  persuaded  that  a  large  part  of  the  cause  of  the  present  depres- 
sion is  due  to  our  neglect  of  the  things  that  have  to  do  with  the  kingdom  of 
God.  We,  therefore,  urge  that  our  members,  our  Legislature,  our  Congress 
and  all  public  officers  respect  the  Sabbath  Day  and  attempt  to  pass  no  laws 
that  tend  to  give  us  a  commercial  day  in  place  of  a  holy  day  for  rest  and 
worship. 

Temperance 

Since  the  days  of  1873  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  steadfastly 
adhered  to  the  principle  of  temperance  promotion.  The  subject  of  temper- 
ance has  been  considered  at  many  State  meetings;  and,  with  a  changed 
condition  in  both  State  and  National  affairs  we  are  called  upon  to  declare 
ourselves  anew  upon  this  subject.  The  universal  sale  of  hard  liquors  and 
beer  presents  a  difficult  situation.  The  Pennsylvania  law  enacted  in  the 
last  two  sessions  of  the  Legislature  to  control  the  sale  of  intoxicants  and 
beer  is  not  stringent  enough  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  boroughs  and  townships  voted  at  the  re- 
cent November  election  to  go  back  to  prohibition  so  far  as  the  sales  by  the 
drink  is  concerned.  Sixty-eight  borougrs  and  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
townships  voted  to  ban  such  sales,  while  twenty-two  boroughs  and  thirty- 
two  townships  approved  granting  of  licenses.  However,  the  State  liquor 
stores  will  not  be  affected  in  any  of  the  communities  because  of  the  action 
by  popular  vote.  Your  Committee  would  recommend  for  your  consideration 
the  amendment  of  the  local  option  law,  so  that  the  local  option  principle 
shall  apply  to  all  liquor  sales,  including  State  liquor  stores;  and,  the  prin- 
ciple of  majority  rule  demands  the  prohibition  of  sale;  and,  the  transporta- 
tion of  alcoholic  liquors  into  territory  that  has  voted  "dry."

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REPORT  ON  RESOLUTION  REFERRED  TO  LEGISLA- 
TIVE OOIMMITTEE  AT  JOHNSTOWN 

A  resolution  on  the  subject  of  Public  Ownership  of  Utilities  presented 
at  the  Johnstown  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  was  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Legislation  for  consideration  and  report  at 
the  1934  session  of  the  Pennnsylvania  State  Grange.  The  Committee  has 
given  study  and  consideration  to  this  subject  and  recommends  the  following 
policy  for  adoption  in  answer  to  the  resolution.  A  study  of  the  subject  of 
public  ownership  of  utilities  reveals  the  following:  (1)  That  privately 
owned  public  utilities  are  rendering  service  in  a  widely  distributed  area  and 
in  many  respects  those  who  favor  the  continuance  of  these  privately  owned 
plans  are  in  a  position  to  produce  many  arguments  in  favor  of  the  continu- 
ance of  this  plan  of  serving  the  public  in  varied  ways;  (2)  on  the  other 
hand,  there  are  on  record  numerous  instances  where  public  ownership  of  a 
utility  has  served  the  constituency  of  a  locality  very  satisfactorily,  but  per- 
haps in  a  more  limited  area.  The  difficulty  that  we  encounter  in  Pennsyl- 
vania is  that  there  is  a  mutual  interdependence  between  the  farmer  and  the 
townsman  and  as  expressed  in  an  adopted  action  of  the  State  Grange  ses- 
sion of  1933,  "The  present-day  electrical  service  area  unit  must  include  the 
city,  town  and  country  in  order  to  best  serve  the  public  interest  socially  and 
economically.  Therefore,  we  are  opposed  to  any  measures  under  which  the 
town  or  city  would  be  to  take  out  of  this  electrical  service  area  unit,  thus 
leaving  the  country  district  by  itself  and  placing  the  rural  people  in  a  posi- 
tion where  it  would  be  impossible  to  secure  the  extension  and  maintenance 
of  electric  service  on  a  favorable  basis.  We  commend  the  present  policy  of 
uniform  rates  in  the  town  and  country  for  the  same  class  of  service." 

The  adoption  of  this  policy  cannot  fail  to  be  beneficial  to  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  rural  districts  and  in  the  long  run  it  will  redound  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  community  as  a  whole.  At  the  Johnstown  meeting  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange,  the  Committee  on  Rural  Electrification  recommended 
that  the  policy  which  results  in  maintaining  high  minimum  rates  indefinitely 
should  be  modified,  so  that  after  the  third  year  of  the  building  of  a  line,  the 
minimum  rate  should  be  reduced  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $3.00  a  month 
per  customer.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Rural  Electrifica- 
tion an  offer  by  the  utility  group  to  reduce  rates  will  bring  to  consumers  on 
rural  lines  a  reduction  of  14  per  cent.     This  is  a  step  forward. 

Briefly  stated,  therefore,  the  recommendation  of  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee is  to  reiterate  this  our  adopted  policy  of  1933,  it  to  remain  in  force 
until  such  time  that  there  can  be  a  clarification  of  any  points  in  question 
as  between  public  ownership  of  utilities  and  the  interdependence  between 
urban  and  rural  communities.

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Whereas,  The  high  level  of  wages  maintained  on  various  relief  projects  is  out  of 
line  with  the  scale  of  wages  that  other  employers  are  able  to  pay  for  similar  work,  re- 
sulting in  the  closing  of  many  small  industries  and  making  it  impossible  for  farmers 
and  other  individuals  to  get  labor  at  a  wage  they  can  pay,  and 

Whereas,  Emergency  Unemployment  Relief  seems  to  be  available  to  all  who  are 
out  of  work  and  is  resulting  in  a  greatly  increased  number  of  people  voluntarily  becom- 
ing subjects  of  charity,  as  many  families  are  now  thus  better  provided  for  than  they 
were  prior  to  the  depression  and,  therefore,  have  little  or  no  desire  for  employment — 
in  many  instances  refusing  to  work  when  employment  is  offered ;  thus  the  present  plan 
seems  to  be  defeating  the  object  which  it  was  set  up  to  accomplish,  and  is  in  reality 
fostering  and  encouraging  Indolence,  shiftlessness,  and  an  utter  lack  of  responsibility 
on  the  part  of  many  people,  if  not  a  determined  effort  to  criminally  take  advantage 
of  the  situation,  and 

Whereas,  Emergency  relief  is  an  expenditure  of  the  public's  tax  money  or  taxes  to 
be  levied  and  collected  in  the  future,  there  is  entirely  too  much  secrecy  as  to  who  is 
getting  relief  and  the  amounts  given,  therefore,  be  it

5.  Strict  prohibition  against  transportation  of  alcoholic  liquor  in  the  territory 
that  is  Yoted  dry. 

6.  Local  option  referendum  may  be  conducted  at  all  elections. 

7.  Licensed  clubs  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  restrictions  as  to  the  sale  of 
liquors  as  apply  to  any  other  place  of  sale,  and  that  no  liquor  shall  be  sold  on  the  Sab- 
bath Day. 

8.  Licensed  clubs  may  not  sell  liquor  in  dry  territory  and  no  liquor  shall  be  sold 
within  two  hundred  feet  of  a  church,  school  or  hospital. 

9.  No  liquor  shall  be  sold  to  minors  nor  shall  minors  be  furnished  with  liquor  by 
anybody  except  under  orders  of  a  physician. 

10.  The  strictest  possible  control  to  protect  life  and  property  and  the  control  of 
the  business  to  prevent  building  up  huge  corruption  funds  for  use  in  politics. 

11.  The  Liquor  Control  Authorities  shall  be  empowered  to  issue  licenses  and  also 
to  revoke  licenses  on  proven  violations  of  the  liquor  laws. 

12.  Applications  for  licenses  shall  be  published  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  time 
of  granting. 

13.  Intoxicating  liquors  shall  not  be  served  by  women. 

Award  of  Banners 

In  accordance  with  the  plan  of  the  membership  campaign  in  1934,  a 
banner  was  awarded  to  the  Grange  in  each  county  having  made  the  highest 
net  gain  in  membership  from  September  30,  1933  to  September  30,  1934. 
Only  one  Grange  in  each  county  could  win  the  banner,  except  in  the  case 
of  Elk  County  where  two  Granges  were  tie  and  a  banner  was  awarded  to 
each  one.
